MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


(DELIVERED JANUARY 6, 1902.) 


Gentlemen of the City Council :— 


I extend to you a cordial and hearty greeting zs members 
of the city council for the year 1902. I may frankly say that 
the city is to be congratulated upon having such men as vou 
to assume the direction of its municipal affairs and I feel as- 
sured that vou are not unmindful of the responsibility which 
vou this day assume. Upon vour discretion, vour ability and 
vour honor, in a great degree depend the good name, financial 
credit and material advancement of our city. 

At the beginning of each municipal vear it has been cus- 
tomarv for the incoming mavor to present aninaugural address, 
bu t it 1s almost impossib'e for the mayor to do justice to the 
existing conditions without having much experience as the 
chief executive, and I can only give vou statistical reports as 1 
hnd them and offer suggestions of improvements and recom- 
mendations for the vear to come. 

In order to properly conduct the affairs of the city, it is 
necessary that vou study the city charter and the several 
amendments, the city ordinances and rules governing our 
meetings. You should carefullv examine all the reports of the 
many different departments and become familiar with what 
has been done in the past so that vou will be better able to 
make practical suggestions during the vear. 

I believe that the population of Pittsfield will increase rapidly 
during the next few vears. Our electric industries are growing 
and more of them will probablv be attracted here. Our trollev 
svstems are becoming larger and branching out in different 
directions. Our location geographically, being near no large 
citv, is a good feature, all of which will surely tend to make 
this citv a larger center. Therefore, we cannot afford to re- 
tard the growth of the city bv a narrow financial policy, and on 
the other hand it would not be expedient to make extravagant 
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and wasteful expenditures simply because we have it within 
our power. It is an easy matter to increase expenses, but very 
difficult to reduce them. Му special request is that we try as 
hard as possible not to increase the customary expenses in the 
different departments. 

No department or committee have a moral or legal right to 
involve the city in debt beyond the amount of their appropri- 
ation. They have no right to overdraw their accounts, as has 
been done bv some departments in the past. Why should we 
handle the city’s money апу different». than we would that 
of a bank or апу other business corporation? What right have 
we to saddle our successors with апу heavy burdens of ex- 
pense? Let us insist on living within our means. 

The people have shown their confidence т us, and they have 
a right to expect that we will conduct this corporation of ours 
in a business-like manner, without апу personal asmirations or 
prejudices. No interests of favoritism should stand in the мау 
or keep us from doing the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber. The сих hall was not intended to be a rendezvous for 
political schemers who simply wish to advance their personal 
and party interests. In this building we are supposed to tran- 
sact the city’s business only. At the present time Т cannot see 
how anv material decrease can be looked for, in many of our 
departments, but T should regret to find out that we were т- 
strumental in increasing the tax rate or inflating the va'uation 
of propertv to make a good showing. 


FINANCES. 


The foundation of all municipal advantage is financial. and 
Т am pleased to sav that our present condition is good. The 
reputation of Pittsfield's financial integrity is of the highest. 
The books of the city treasurer December 27th show the fol- 
lowing debt statement :

The balance in treasury at beginning 
of current vear was $34,404.00, which телмдед city warrants 
of 1901, $18,309.00. 

The сиу has no sinking funds at present; its bonds are 
"Serial," 1. e., annual payments.

LITIGATION. 


The following cases are now pending in the supreme court: 

ist—ugene H. Robbins vs. City of Pittsfield. 

Action for damages to property on West street because от 
al’eged injury caused by water. Several claims for damages 
growing out of alleged injuries to other persons are pending 
and awaiting the determination of the questions involved in 
the case. 

2d.—Edward P. Halpine vs. City of Pittsfield. 

Action of contract for work and labor in construction of 
Briggs school. 

3d.—Jason №. Shepardson vs. City of Pittsfield. 

Action for damages for alleged injury caused by the laving 
out by the сиу of a portion of Dewey avenue as a city way. 

4th—William Gregory vs. City of Pittsfield. 

Action for personal injuries sustained by reason of a'leged 
defect in highwav. 

5th— Michael Prout vs. Сиу of Pittsfie'd. 

Action of damages growing out of alleged defect in highway. 

The number of claims made upon the city for personal in- 
juries and otherwise and the amounts paid by the city in settle- 
ment have been much smaller during the past vear than in any 
previous vear since the adoption of the citv government. 


STREET PAVING. 


We are face to face with one of the most important problems 
that Pittsfield has ever undertaken to solve, and there is no re- 
treat. The streets and highways of Pittstield with very few 
exceptions are in fine condition, but in my opinion, the 
condition of North and West streets is such that some decisive 
action should be taken. Hitherto the fact that a separate sys- 
tem of sewers for house drains had not been constructed made 
it unwise to put down a permanent pavement. During the 
past vear this has been laid and new and larger gas mains have 
replaced the sma'ler pipes. Тһе main water pipe will be suff- 
cient for manv vears and can be reinforced from adjacent 
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streets, when it shall be necessary. Conduits tor wires should 
be laid before the street is finally paved. The preliminary 
work and plans are most important. In order to proceed in a 
 businesslike manner, I suggest that the Board of Public Works 
be directed to make investigations as to the best and most 
economical pavement, and cause to be made-careful estimates 
of the cost thereof; and what claims for damages there are 
liable to be caused bv the change of grade, as one side of North 
street is higher than the other side in some sections, and report 
to the city as soon as possible. Гог this purpose a sufficient 
appropriation shou'd be made by the city council, for paving 
the cost. In doing this, we will have started our work. | 
seems to me that it would be unwise for the citv to undertake 
so expensive and important a work without such an investiga- 
tion and report. so that the city council may act with carefully 
collected facts and intelligent estimates in its possession. The 
Board of Public Works is entrusted with the care of the high- 
ways and it naturally would be the proper department of the 
citv government to make the preliminary investigations and 
reports. A rough estimate of the cost of vitrified brick or 
granite block with a concrete base would be

STREET RAILWAYS, FRANCHISES, ЕТС. 


The experience of the past few years has demonstrate: 
clearly that we must exercise the greatest judgment in grant- 
ing rights to use portions of our streets for corporate purposes. 
Let us be fair towards any street railway company that asks 
for permits or franchises, but bear in mind that the people's 
interests should be jealously guarded. We should take plenty 
of time to consider matters, and not do much quick legisla- 
ting. When franchises are eagerly sought after, ‚аз facts and 
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experience clearly demonstrate, we should not be obliged to 
expend money to prepare our streets for railway corporations, 
but make the most of the valuable rights we have to give. 
For instance, last vear $4,000 was appropriated (but not spent ) 
to grade Briggs hill on West street. It seems to me proper 
that the trolley company who has petitioned for а location 
over this street should take care of the grading. 

Under this heading 1 will refer to conduits. The New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph company is desirous of getting 
the right to place and maintain underground conduits т our 
principal streets. They are willing to allow a space for the 
city's wires as they do in some cities throughout the state. 
While Г believe that this would ђе an advantage in a great 
many ways, still it is not wise to give this company a perpetua 
franchise without the reservation that the citv have a right to 
decree a co-use by some other company. In the city of Spring- 
field, Mass., there has been an arrangement made between the 
telephone and telegraph company whereby all wires are placed 
and maintained in conduits at expense of the different compa- 
nies. This could probably be done here. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The most miportant work in this department the past vear 
was the building of the new dam at Ashley lake and the con- 
struction of the sewage disposal plant. The stone work of 
the dam was near!y half completed when the contractors 
abandoned the work. The contract for the completion of the 
work has been let, and it will be finished this summer. The 
building of the new dam includes the construction of about 
25 acres of filter beds, two and one-quarter miles of 24-inch 
cast iron force main, and reservoirs holding about one and 
one-half million gallons with station, to pump the total flow of 
sewage in about eight hours’ work. This work has been car- 
ried on steadilv since the letting of the contracts in May, and 
the system wi'l be readv for use in the spring. When com- 
pleted it will cost about $150,000. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department seems to have become very prominent 
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during the past few vears. И is evident that there is a lack of 
harmony existing among a few of its members. The fire de- 
partment committee the past vear has exceeded its appropria- 
tion by a thousand dollars, while no new apparatus has been 
added to the department, which I believe entirely wrong. 

The city council of 1895 passed an ordinance which аро 
ished the board of engineers consisting at that time of three 
men. The object of this was to put the immediate govern- 
ment of the department under a single officer who should de- 
vote his entire time to the duties of his office and give him 
full power as far as possible; to place the responsibility 
on the head of the department and hold him accountable 
in case of mismanagement. IĮ am confident that in spite 
of all that may he charged against this department, in 
efficiency, bravery, lovaltv to duty it will compare favorablv 
with those of other cities. If there is a lack of dis- 
cipline on the part of any of the members, or where or- 
ders are disregarded, the chief should deal with the members 
promptly, resolutely and just'v. Then vou will find that vou 
have a department that vou may be proud of in every respect. 
I venture to sav that the high standard of our police depart. 
ment could never have been attained unless the entire manage- 
ment had been given to the chief of the department. The 
chief engineer informs me that the fire loss last vear is 
$28 200.00. 

During the past few vears the eastern part of the city has 
become densely populated. Many new houses have been built, 
and it would be advisable for the committee to consider some 
special protection in that part of the city. 


FIRE COMMISSION. 


As as ru'e I am opposed to the creating of commissions of 
any kind, but my experience as a member of the fire depart- 
ment and on the fire department committee convinces me that 
we should amend our ordinances and establish a fire commis- 
sion as soon as possible. The fire commission should be com- 
posed of men who are practical firemen and with experience in 
business—men who are public spirited enought to serve with- 
out salarv and who should be appointed for at least four or six 
vears. At the present time the committee is appointed each

year by the mayor and the president of the common соппеп. 
This means practically that a new committee is selected each 
уеаг, which naturally consists of members without anv exper- 
тепсе in fire matters whatever. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


This department continues in excellent condition. И is svs- 
tematically managed, the ећсепсу and discipline being of а 
very high standard, and 1 have no doubt that the police de- 
partment will continue to be a credit to our сиу. А patrol 
wagon 15 urgently needed, such as 15 used in nearly every city 
of our size. [t could be kept in a suitable place on School 
street and the fire department horses could be used when nec- 
essary. This would not necessitate the outlay of much money. 


CONCLUSION, 


Г am aware of the fact that there are other matters that 
might be touched upon, but [ have selected those that seemed 
the most important, and shou'd be mentioned at this time, as 
well as the general plan І hope to pursue in my dealing with 
the business of the city. 

If this administration is to be made a success. that achieve- 
ment in a large measure will be because all who have been 
acting as the people's servants have been in unison and work- 
ing ш harmony. 

In closing this address, I wish vou and the people of Pitts- 
field a happy and prosperous new vear.

REPORT 


` OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 
GENTLEMEN :— 


Ciry ALMSHOUSE:—There is not a spot in our Berkshire 
valley any better fitted for a City Almshouse, than the one upon, 
which ours is located. It has many favorable advantages over 
other places; it gets the fresh morning breeze off the Western 
mountain, as pure as the dew upon the rose; it is not interfere] 
with bv anv neighboring buildings; it is in full view of the 
four points of the compass; it is sufficiently elevated to receive 
the first early smiles of the morning sunbeams through its 
eastern windows, and at even-tide, when the shadows lengthen, 
it is lit up by the last blushing ravs of the sun, ere it sinks to 
rest beyond the Western mountain; it is away from the city 
noises, and rests as calm and peaceful as an unweaned babe, 
near the eastern s!ope of the western ridge. 

The many disadvantages and needed wants, whan it had 
missed in its infancy as a Town Almshouse, have been now 
provided. Those improvements, both within and without the 
buildings, have, I am led to believe, proven to be true and wise 
economy to the city. The modern method of heating such a 
large institution by steam, in place of stoves, has saved manv 
dollars to the tax-payers, in the consumption of fuel. It pre- 
vents dust in the apartments, and gives more uniform heat, 
equalizing and diffusing itself through the whole atmosphere of 
the rooms and halls. The water supply, which had been one of 
the most annoying and teasing subjects for some years past, 
has now been satisfactorily solved. Its purity, quality and 
quantity insures against any future expense, except whatever 
тау be required to keep the apparatus in working order. Those 
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two chief utilities have conferred an homeiy comfort upon the 
whole establishment, which without them, would grievously 
interfere with the health and comfort of all the inmates. | 

The system of ventilating the rooms is simple but effec- 
tive, as it does not allow any sudden drafts of cold air to chill 
the occupants, while vet admitting it in purity and quantity 
sufficient for the rooms of the inmates. Its halls are spacious 
enough to allow plenty of exercise for all who are able and 
wish to take it.; its rooms are kept scrupulously clean, both 
walls and floors; it has fair wooden fire escapes: it has in the 
male apartment hall, a number of pails filled with water and 
some hand grenades, to be used in case of fire; it also has a 
watchman now, who makes half hourly trips through the 
different buildings, during the night. These outlines, then, 
give a clear idea of the economy, safety, order and government 
by which this institution 18 so ably conducted. 

In this connection, I desire to speak of another matter. A 
few years ago, we were having sent out to the Almshouse, 
some patients who were suffering from sickness of an acute 
type. They were a class of persons who should have been 
sent to the hospital for treatment, as they required the atten- 
tion of a nurse by night as well as by day. I suggested in my 
report of that year, that if that practice were to be continued, 
an hospital ward had better be established at the Almshouse, 
and have a trained nurse employed to take care of such patients. 
For over a year now, however, we have had no cases of that 
character sent there. We did have a trained nurse there, 
though, for a few months this vear, but found bv experience, 
that the class of sick patients, which would demand her ser- 
vices, were not there. Indeed it is rare to find even one case of 
this sort during the year among the inmates. I think on the 
average we have not had over one a year, and that wnen a case 
does occur, it is alwavs better, wiser and cheaper to send such 
a case to the House of Mercy. The chronic cases of sickness, 
that have been and always will be there, have been well attend- 
ed and cared for by the Superintendent and Matron, with the 
help of the assistants, who are emploved for that and such 
other work as their positions demand of them. 

The proper kind of persons for the few positions in which 
they are employed at the Almshouse, has been one of the most 
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unpleasant and annoving things that the Superintendent and the 
Matron have had to contend with in years past. It is, indeed, 
a good deal of an experiment to procure the help, who are con- 
tented to do the work at this place; not that it requires any 
special technic or peculiar skill to fulfill those positions, nor 
do those positions demand any great amount of physical 
strength, but rather constant daily attention to the duties 
assigned. Now as these persons are necessarily under the direc- 
tion and instruction of the Superintendent and the Matron, it 
might be better that the Superintendent and the Matron should 
have the privilege and power to discharge incompetent ser- 
vants, after notifying the Board of Overseers, and giving their 
reasons for such action. 

It seems to me it would be a benefit and an happy thing 
for the sane inmates, both male and female, who are able to 
sit around in their respective sitting rooms, to introduce some 
kind of light work, by means of which the monotony of their 
daily long hours might be broken, and their lives made more 
cheerful. It might relieve the minds of those old people from the 
sadness and gloom, which appears to be always present upon 
their faces. They sit around with their hands clasped, meditat- 
ing perhaps on their live's scattered links, for every time thev 
laugh or smile, they also sigh, as if it vexed them to be pleased. 

Through the kindness of Mr. Shaw, the Superintendent, 
I am able to give the following table, showing the who:e num- 
ber of inmates that can be accommodated in the various de- 
partments of the City Almshouse, as well as the whole number 
that are at present being accommodated there:

According to the above table, there could be twenty-seven 
more accommodated in the Male Sane department ; eight more 
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in the Female Sane department ; seven more in the Male Insane 
department, while the Кетаје Insane department already has 
more inmates than it can accommodate, so that two, who are 
weak minded, are obliged to remain in the Sane department 
dav and night. | 

OUTSIDE Poor. 


It appears to me, that if many of these old people, whom 
we visit in the city as the outside poor, and who have the 
most meager means of living, half starved from the wants of 
the necessaries of life, living in one or two rooms badly ventil- 
ated and poorly heated, often a burden to their kind neighbors, 
would only go out to the City Almshouse, which is so well 
provided for such cases by the city, they would be much more 
happy and comfortable. ut the name "Almshouse" has its 
sting to their minds, and so tnev struggle along through life, 
suffering from manv things in their poverty. while they could 
be placed in this asylum of rest, where they would have 
cleanliness, comfort and peace.

School Committee’s Report. 


To the Mayor «and City Council of Pittsfield: 


Gentlemen:—Now and then it befalls some custom to be 
more honored.in the observance than in the breach. Hence 
the annual report of the School Committee. With the regu- 
larity of the seasons, or of the circus day in June, it makes its 
bow to the typesetter and the proof reader. It might be sup- 
posed to reach the eyes or the ears of a wider constituency. It 
bears the publicly expressed views of fourteen men chosen 10 
give the matters therein treated a measure of their time and at- 
tention. But it is much to be feared that some of those views 
have fallen by the wayside, or at least on stony ground. How- 
ever, the niggardly sower will certainly reap no harvest, and the 
continual casting abroad of the seed will in time cause some to 
fall on the good ground. 

If we live and have faith we shall yet see the kindergarten 
as the foundation of our publie school system, even in Pitts- 
field. „Ме shall some day have manual training, in proper and 
effective form, enter into the outfit for life that we give to our 
boys and girls. We shall not neglect that which ministers to 
the care of the organ that is the basis of the most potent work 
in the world, the stomach. We shall teach that to know how 
to choose, to prepare and to cook proper food is no mean part 
of education. We shall see to it that the pupils in our schools 
are taught to use their lungs, their legs, their arms as they were 
meant to be used. We shall teach them to care for their bodies 
and their surroundings. We shall pav increasing attention to 
the individual. And those things faithfully taught will surely 
help to rear among us a bigger, a stronger, a better, a more noble 
and a more useful race of men and women as our successors. 
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Now a single concrete suggestion. The pressing outward 
need of our schools is further housing. The writer of last 
year's report scored the building on Orchard Street. 1t is not a 
fit place in which to put our boys and girls, nor our teachers. It 
is folly to throw away money upon it fer repairs. Из parti- 
colored sides proclaim the fact that th: Committee even be- 
grudges it paint. The public-spirited President of the House of 
Mercy has gone so far ах to send to the Committee the circu- 
lar of a concern that makes а kind of water-gruel compound 
that would serve as paint if nought better сап ће afforded. It 
grieves her to have strangers sce the shabbiness of this belong- 
ing of Pittsfieid. 

But before this building is replaced with a better, some intel- 
hgent plan ought to ђе considered ana marked out for future 
action. The growth of Pittsfield at present is largely in one 
neighborhood. Such growth will demand further school ac- 
commodation. To provide this does not lie in the power of this 
Committee. The City Council only can untie the civic purse 
strings. Nor does the money for such purpose, or pur- 
poses, need to be expended in any one year. ‘To accomplish 
this let the City Council appoint a committee, or commission, to 
make a study of the City’s needs in this particular. Five men, 
or women, possibly three, would be ample. This number might 
or might not include a member of the Schoo! Committee. After 
approval let the commission carry to completion its plans, if it 
shall take two years, three years, or more to do this. Change 
of authorities in planning and putting up a building is sure to 
bring confusion and added cost. 

When a proper site has been chosen and the size of the build- 
ing determined upon, let the commission employ some compe- 
tent local architect. School building is a reasonably exact art. 
let us avoid the mistakes of our High School procedure. No 
competition that produces taking sketches in color, however ar- 
tistic, will ensure the most satisfactory building. A man fa- 
miliar with local conditions of climate ought to design a roof 
adapted to our needs. He ought to save the City thousands,

possibly tens of thousands, of dollars in such work as is here in- 
dicated. His building ought to have *he added charm of being 
adapted to the wants of the community in which it is to be 
placed.

INSTRUCTION. 
CHANGES IN GRAMMAR SCHOOL STUDIES. 


In Presenting diplomas to the graduating class of the High 
School last June His Honor, Mayor Hussell, urged the impor- 
tance of more attention in the grammar grades to such studies 
a8 algebra and physics for the benefit >f pupils not expecting to 
enter the High School and possibly leaving school before com- 
pleting the grammar school course. His experience as a manu- 
acturer and his acquaintance with employees had impressed 
him with the practical value of such knowledge, and he felt 
that the Opportunity to gain it should be offered at an earlier 
stage of the school course than was customary. 
While he was evidently not aware of the extent to which 
such studies were already included in our grammar school work, 
and while I belfeve that our course was already exceptionally 
strong in this direction, it was evident that he advocated more and 
earlier attention to such studies than we were giving. Consid- 
eration of the matter convinced me that it was possible to mod- 
My our course of study so as to meet his views without neglect- 
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ing any essential features of ап elementary education. А re- 
arrangement was outlined, submitted to the Mayor, approved by 
the grammar school principals, and adopted by the Committee. 
It has thus far worked well, and I have no doubt that it is a 
change for the better, tho its results will not be fully apparent 
until one or two seventh grades have finished the ninth year's 
work. 

It has been suggested that the omission of geography from 
the seventh year and the first two terms of the eighth year is 
rather a radical departure; but our course still provides more 
than four years of steady work in thai subject. Admitting 
that more geography would be desirable, it does not follow that 
it would be worth as much to a pupil leaving school during or 
at the end of the grammar school course as the new work that 
has taken its place. 

It should be understood by all that these changes are made 
primarily for the benefit of those not likely to enter the High 
School or even to complete the grammar school course, and not 
for the purpose of strengthening the work of the High School 
or favoring those expecting to enter college. I think that it 
will better the work of pupils in the High School and in col- 
lege, but its primary purpose is to give to those who must leave 
school early a better preparation for everyday affairs. As the 
pupils of the present ninth grade have had no previous oppor- 
tunity to take this work, they are following the old outline. 

The following comparison shows the difference between the 
old course and the new, the marks of parenthesis indicating the 
work as outlined in the old course: 
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Mathematics.—In the three grades the new course devotes to 
arithmetic 26 weeks less than the old’ course, to algebra 12 
weeks more, to geometry 12 weeks more, and to bookkeeping 
two weeks mores The new course masses the work in algebra, 
geometry, and bookkeeping, while the old course gave portions 
of each branch in two successive grades. The new course gives 
each pupil as early an opportunity to gain some acquaintance 
with algebra, geometry, and bookkeeping as the claims of arith- 
metic will permit; while, as our course in arithmetic is now plan- 
ned and administered, the work of the first six years covers the 
topics most likely to meet the requirements of those who leave 
school before the end of the grammar school course. 

Countries and Peoples.—In the three grades geography now 
has 40 weeks instead of 70 as before. 1а the seventh and eighth 
years it is taught only during 10 weeks, attention being then 
given to countries least likely to become known in other ways. 
It is expected that additional attention to geographical refer- 
ences in United States history will in some measure take the 
place of the formal study of the geography of the United States 
during these two years. Civics is transferred from the Infor- 
mation and Culture work of the seventh grade. As more stress 
may be laid upon it here than is expected in the Information 
and Culture work, it is believed that in 20 weeks of the seventh 
year and 10 weeks of the eighth year the subject can be covered 
as well as it was before in the 40 weeks of the seventh year. 

Information and Culture.—The transfer of Civics to the 
work outlined under Countries and Peoples permits an increase 
of the time devoted to Elementary Physics from 15 weeks to 40 
weeks, and the introduction of Domestic Science Тог 15 weeks in 
Grade IX. Ву ihis arrangement the work in Physics is placed 
early enough in the course to affect nearly all pupils whose gen- 
eral progress justifies this use of their time, and Domestic Science 
secures at least some of the attention which its importance de- 
-serves. Our teachers find that the seventh grade pupils are in- 
terested in Physics and seem entirely able to understand the sub- 
ject as presented to them. Our plan is to have experiments 
performed by {һе teacher with such assistance as the pupils can 
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give, the teachings of the experiment inferred, and as many ap- 
plications ах practicable made to common industries and phe- 
nomena with which the pupils are acquainted. In manipulat- 
ing apparatus and in planning experiments there is opportunity 
for very valuable training in manual skill, while written exer- 
cises describing experiments and stating the truths to be inferred 
from them are among the best means of cultivating sensible 
and vigorous expression. It is believed that in both these direc- 
tions mereasingly valuable results will be secured. | 

Grammar.—Vhe only formal change in the language outline 
is in the third icem of the eighth grade, which is to be devoted 
primarily to speaking and writing with only such grammatical 
references ах seem called for by errors committed or doubts that 
arise. While practical applications of grammatical principles 
are always in order and should never be neglected there is al- 
ways danger that they will seem to the pupils formal апа per- 
functory instead of vital and helpful. 1t is hoped that this 
work may be so direct and practical that the pupils will realize 
more fully the value of grammatical principles as aids to the 
correct and forecful use of English. The work of this term is 
intended to be pre-eminently a study of expression as a practical 
matter. 

Penmanship.—TVhe Committee has authorized for use in the 
grammar grades the medial slant. This is not materially different 
from what we had been attempting in these grades, but the 
adoption of medial copy books and the definite decision of the 
Committee have contributed to more satisfactory results than 
we had previously secured. The action of the Committee leaves 
our eourse in penmanship more consistent than it was and in my 
judgment should be allowed to stand until experience has ves- 
tablished some generally accepted better way. 

While the general character of the pupils handwriting 1s 
largely determined by the time he reaches the grammar grades, 
and while class exercises in these grades may be fewer in num- 
ber than in the lower grades, it is important that the standard 
of excellence be carefully maintained by the correction of such 
wrong tendencies as may appear. Хо careless penmanship 
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should be tolerated at any stage of a pupils school life. But, 
unless teachers constantly insist on care and occasionally give 
exercises for the correction of defects, the best results are not 
likely to be seeurec. More attention should be given to move- 
ment in most or all of our grammar grades. 
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PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


In all or most of our schools, physical culture has, during the 
past year, received more attention than heretofore, and in a 
number of our schoolrooms this work has been worthy of com- 
mendation. While the Rice School was closed, the week ђе- 
ginning April 8, Miss Alice E. Curtin of that school, who has 
given special attention to physical culture, visited our larger 
schools for the purpose of conferring with teachers as to the 
system, or class of exercises, the times of exercises, and such 
other facts and difficulties as might seem of most consequence. 

In June, the School Committee voted that Physica] Culture 
shall hereafter be obligatory and form a regular part of the 
school program. At its December meeting the School Commit- 
tee appointed a special committee of three to consider the sub- 
ject of physical culture. This committee reported as follows: 


Pitisfield, Mass., Jan. 2, 1902. 
To the School Committee: 

The Committee appointed to consider the advisability of providing 
for more adequate aitention to physica: culture in our schools has 
unanimously reached the following conclusions: 

1. That there is & general movement thruout the country in the di- 
rection of more careful attention to the pnysical welfare of school 
children, and that this movement is conducive to the best interests of 
publie education. 

2. Tha: the matter is of such a character that special training is 
essential for its most successful and profitable direction, at least until 
the system is well established and teachers are familiar with the va- 
rious requirements. 

3. That ihe School Committee should secure for the whole or part 
of the time a competent director of physical culture in our schools.

GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


The ninth grade of our grammar schools united in closing 
exercises held at the High School Auditorium, 7.30 P. M., Mon- 
day, June 24, 1201. The program was made up of extracts 
from the writings of Pittsfield authors or commemorating 
Pittsfield personages and events. It is very gratifying that our 
city has the literary and historical materials for such a program, 
and we may well encourage in our pupils an appreciation of this 
their rich inheritance. 

The number of pupils completing the grammar school course 
was considerabiy larger than for any previous year. The pro- 
gram of exercises and the names of grammar school graduates 
were as follows:

Last fall schools were opened at the same places on the twenty- 
first day of October with the same corps of teachers, except that 
only two teachers were employed at Russell’s. On account of 
the small attendance the school at Stearnsville was soon closed 
and the schools at Russell’s and Center were closed later in the 
term. The Evening Drawing School has had somewhat better 
attendance than usual and continues its sessions. 

The State Inspector investigated the closing of the schools 
and satisfied himself that there is practically no illiteracy in 
l'ittsfield among those of such an age as to attend our evening 
schools. Two or three times I have sent out circulars to man- 
ufacturers and other employers asking them to report the num- 
ber of iihterates in their service, and the answers received have 
shown only two or three persons required to attend evening 
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school. For two or three years past I have kept a record of the 
schooling of children applying for certificates to work. These 
records show almost none required to attend evening school, a 
large proportion having reached the grammar grades or the 
High chool. | 

In view of these conditions it seems clear that evening schools 
are no longer needed in Pittsfield for illiterates or those who can 
not avail themselves of the day schools. The cost of instruction 
i» evening schools is perhaps four times as great as in the day 
schools. Under these circumstances it seems unwise to provide 
evening schools of the ordinary type beyond the requirements of 
the law. | have no doubt that evening schools devoted to manual 
training and such advanced studies as are most needed in busi- 
ness and mechanical pursuits would attract a larger attendance. 
1 think it would be desirable to establish such schools whenever 
the City Council can grant an appropriation for this purpose in 
addition to the ordinary appropriation required. In the mean- 
time it is very gratifying to know that, according to the esti- 
mate of the State Inspector, Pittsfield has fewer illiterates than 
any other city in the State. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Last dune 29 pupils graduated from the iour-year courses, as 
follows: Classical Course, 8; Scientific Course, 15; English 
Course, 6. The gradueting exercises were neld in the High 
School Auditorium, the diplomas being presented by Mayor 
Russell. The graduates from the two-years Business Course 
rumbered 13. Their graduating exercises were held on the af- 
ternoon of Wednesday, June 26. An interesting program was 
rendered by the members of the class, and the certificates were 
present.d by the Superintendent of Schools. This being the 
first class to complete the course, the plan of separate graduating 
exercises was followed in somewhat of a tentative way. The 
attendat.ce was so small as to indicate either little interest in the 
€xercises or an inconvenient hour. The graduates from this 
course ғте all employed.

TRAINING SCHOOL. 


At the close of the school year in June seven young women 
completed the Training School course. The graduating exer- 
1868 Were held at tho school Tuesday, June 25, at 1.30 P. M. 
Each of the graduates read an essay and conducted an exercise in 
teaching. The diplomas were presented by Mr. J. Frederick 
Kahl. ‘There was a large attendance of ladies and gentlemen 
interested in the work of our schools, several members of the 
school Committee being present. Interesting and helpful re- 
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marks were made by members of the Commitiee and other prom- 
inent citizens. 

As there were no candidates for admission io the training class 
for the present year, the Committee decided to transfer to other 
positions all but two of the teachers who hud been connected 
with the school and to appoint others in their places, allowing 
the Principal to devote her entire time to the improvement of 
the work in the building and the training of a new set of teach- 
ers. So far as is now apparent, the results seem to justify the 
action of the Committee. Attention is asked to the special re- 
port of the Principal for more detailed information in regard to 
the work of the school.

Besides the exercises in the kindergarten, primary, grammar, 
and high school sections, a valuable address was delivered by 
President Charles F. Thwing, of Western Reserve University, 
and а very helpful discussion of "Kindergarten Principles 
applied to Higher Grades,” by Supt. B. C. Gregory, of Trenton, 
N. J. 

Under the auspices of the Kindergarten .\ssociation, the chil- 
dren of the public schools had an opportunity to listen, January 
29 to an illustrated lecture, “Lexington to Yorktown,” by Mr. 
William Webster Ellsworth, Secretary of the Century Company, 
New York City; Maren 19, to a vivid deseription of “Life Sav- 
ing Service of the United States”, by Major Horace L. Piper, 
Assistant General Superintendent of the Government Life Sav- 
ing Service. 

April 23, Mrs. M. N. Kneal, of Westfield, addressed the boys 
of the public schools, under the auspices of the W. C. T. U. of 
this city. 

May 3, a lecture entitled “An Invitation to Bird Acquain- 
tance", written by Mr. Ralph Hoffman was read to the pupils of 
the grammar grades by Miss Mary J. Linton. The lecture was 
illustrated by stereopticon views and proved especially attrac- 
tive to an audience crowding the High School Auditorium.

Various classes for improvement in school work and special 
studies have been formed by the teachers. Some of our teach- 
ers have availed themselves of similar opportunities as members 
of classes formed in the city without reference to the schools. 
From incidental conversations with teachers and requests for 
advice, I judge that much more of such work is being done by 
some of our teachers than is generally supposed. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances these studies can hardly fail to render the 
service of a teacher more valuable and should be encouraged by 
the school authorities. Certain it is that other things being 
equal, teachers who are most scholarly and most familiar with 
current progress will do the best work and can, if they choose, 
command the best positions. 


SPECIAL AND COMMEMORATIVE EXERCISES. 


During the year the deaths of three notable personages have 
seemed to call for special commemorative exercises in our 
schools—Victoria, Queen of England; Benjamin Harrison, Ex- 
President of the United States; and William McKinley, Presi- 
dent of the United States, slain by an assassin. For Queen Vic- 
toria and Ex-President Harrison the schools held commemora- 
tive exercises similar to those of Memorial Day. The exercises 
in commemoration of President McKinley were held on the day 
of his funeral and extended from nine to 10.30 A. M., after 
which by direction of the Chairman of the School Committee 
the schools were closed for the day.

By an arrangement with the Soule Art Company of Boston, 
over 250 pictures of a high order of excellence were exhibited in 
Pittsfield during Thanksgiving week for the benefit of our Pub- 
lic Schools. The dealings of the Soule Art Company in connec- 
tion with this exhibit were unusually generous and satisfactory. 
The local arrangements were in charge of a committee consist- 
ing of Supervisor George H. Denison, Principal С. Е. Bennett, 
G. W. Gardner, and J. A. Treanor. 
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While the weather and the period chosen were unfavorable, a 
large number of school children and other persons attended the 
exhibit and were pleased and profited. The presence of such an 
exhibit in Pittsfield may fairly be regarded as an adequate re- 
turn for the effort and the money expended by this community.

ATTENDANCE. 


Our record of membership and attendance covers the school 
year beginning September, 1900, and ending June, 1901. The 
unusual prevalence of contagious diseases and other sickness, 
which so greatly diminished the attendance during the fall term 
of 1900, continued during the winter. During the spring term 
the attendance was nearly normal, but the per cent. for the year 
was the lowest since 1891. The High School had 96.12 per 
cent. of attendance, somewhat excelling its record for the pre- 
vious year. During the last fall term the attendance was rea- 
sonably satisfactory. It is, perhaps, worthy of note that with 
a decreased enrolment there was an increased average member- 
ship and attendance for the year. There was some increase in 
the number of cases of tardiness, but a decrease of 25 in the 
cases of truancy. The school census for September showed an 
` increase of 129 over the previous year.

SCHOOL PROPERTY. 
GENERAL REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


With the exception of the Orchard Street Grammar School 
our buildings and equipments are in excellent condition. Dur- 
ing the year several improvements have been made which have 
contributed largely to comfort and convenience. Were it not 
thai each year discloses new needs and brings unexpected de- 
тапаз for expenditure, it would seem that our appropriation for 
repairs might be lessened. Our new buildings, however, with 
their somewhat complicated heating and ventilating apparatus, 
ample plumbing, and large roofs call for many repairs which 
smaller and simpler buildings would not require, so that in the 
aggregate the yearly expenditure is large even for ordinary re- 
pairs. 

The principal repairs and improvements on the several build- 
ings during the year have been as follows: 

High School.—To remedy a lessening of the draft thru the lateral 
outlets of the ventilating shaf:is above the roof when the wind was 
in certain directions, an outlet was made at the top of each shaft 
and the lateral outlets were closed. To remedy the chill felt from the 
western windows, steam pipes have been placed under those win- 
dows in the southwest rooms on the first and second floors and in 
the northwest room of the second fioor. 

Linden Street.—The roof of this building continues to leak. In ad- 
dition to the expenditure of $300 last year, the City Council this year 
expended over $300 for repairs on this roof. The outside wood work 
of the building has been painted. During the holiday season the Smead 
System of closets was removed and replaced by water closets and 
urinals similar to those in our other large buildings. It was decided 
to retain the location of the closets in the basement. While there 
were no particular cases of contagious diseases in the school or any 
special evidence that the sanitary condition of the building was un- 
healthful, the change in the sanitary system was made in response 
to the demands of the patrons of the school. 

Orchard Street Grammar.—The boiler located in the eastern part 
of the basement was condemned by the State Inspectors and is out 
of service. For the convenience of the janitor a stairway has; ; been 
cut from the west entrance to the basement. 
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Training School.—To provide for the warming of this building pre- 
viously warmed from the boilers of the Orchard Street Grammar 
School, the Committee decided to install a new boiler in the basement 
of the Training School. It s.emed to the Committee unadvisable to 
put a new boiler in the place of the old one as the Training School 
would then be unprovided for during the building of a new grammar 
school. The basement under the north room of the Training School 
was excavated and re-arranged for a boiler room with provisions for 
coal bins. A new chimney was erected at the north end of the build- 
ing and th> new boiler was in position soon after the cold weather 
set in. The room thus arranged is well adapted for the purpose and 
the provision seems to meet the requirements of the raining School 
very satisfactorily. A stairway was construct:d from the north hall 
to the boiler room for the convenience of the janitor. The roof 
of the building was repaired. The porches were refloored and г:аг- 
ranged. The outside wood work of the entire building was pain:ed 
with two coats. 


William В. Rice.—While the sanitary condition of this building 
has not seemed to be responsible for the cases of diphtheria which 
have prevailed in the Morningside section of the city, and while a 
representative of the State Board of Health was unable to discover 
any evidenc: of unhealthful conditions in the building the sentiment 
of the people in that vicinty seemed to demand the removal of the 
Fuller and Warren system of sanitaries and the construction of a 
system of wat:r closets in the building. 

After a full consideration of the matter, the Committee decided to 
remove the closets from the basement and place water closets on the 
first and second floors. The cloak rooms and the rooms containing. 
the fire escapes were used for this purpose, a closet for the boys 
being placed on each floor north of the hall and a clos:t for the girls 
being placed on the south of the hall. The additional room required 
for the closet system and for new cloak rooms was secured by taking 
a sufficient amount of spac: from the schoolrooms adjoining the new 
closets. This arrangement has worked out very satisfactorily and 
consti'utes a great improvemen: in the building without any special 
decrease in the capacity of the schoolrooms. The removal of the 
closets from the basement leaves increased space available for play- 
rcom in stormy weather, and th: location of the new closets is much 
more convenient in the management of the school. 

In connection with these changes some minor changes in the build- 
ing were made which improved its condition and increased its con- 
venience. Some difficulty in heating the halls on the third floor in 
connection with the new closets was experienced. This has be:n 
remedied partly by placing storm windows on the west side of the 
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building and the rearrang:ment of the heating flues. The removal 
of the fire escapes to make room for the close‘s requires the consiruc- 
tion of new fire escapes. The unsatisfactory construction of the old 
fire escapes makes this change rather desirable than otherwise. 


Fenn Street.—The outside wood work of the building has been 
painted and the inside wood work, including the furniture, has been 
varnished. 


Russell.—The doors and steps have been painted and the sash рис 
tied and drawn. 


Briggs.—Storm windows have been placed on the north end of the 
building. The basement floors were coated with concrete. 


Stearnsville.—New settees have been provided for the recitation 
rooms, the roof has been partially reshingled, water has been brought 
into the building from the city main, and drinking fountains placed 
in the halls of the first and second floors. The sanitary system in 
the bas:ment has been renewed; closets and urinals similar to those 
in the other large schools have been substituted for the old-fashioned 
system formerly in use. To provide against freezing of the water 
and to warm the halls and recitation rooms, a hot air furnace has 
been placed in the basement. 


Pontoosuc.—The front landing and porch have been refloored and 
the outdoor closets have been repaired and painted. 


Junction.—The stove in the south room has been rebuilt. The out- 
side wood work has been painted and the rooms varnished and kal- 
somined. 


Coltsville.—The outside closet has been repaired and reshingled. 


Tracy.—Minor repairs on the foundation have been made. A new 
and substantial fence has been built around the school premises and 
the buildings have been painted. 


Sykes.—Fences repaired. 
Holmes.—Chimney relaid. 


Barkerville.—Shades have been provided for the sou.i room in 
plaee of the inside blinds. The south room, closet, and halls have 
been ceiled with wood. The inside wood work of the south room and 
halls have been varnished and the sash drawn. 


West Pittsfield.-—The buildings have been painted. 
Osceola.—New floors have been laid, and blackboards repaired. 


West Fart.—Foundation has been repaired; outside wood work re- 
paired as needed, and the buildings painted, 
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Silver Lake.—Since the schools were removed from this building, 
it has been us:d for the storage of school furniture. The building 
was in such condition that it was necessary to abandon it or repair 
it. The Committee decided to put it in repair. The clapboards were 
replaced and repaired as needed, solid wooden shutters were placed 
on the windows and doorways. The exterior closets were removed 
the roof was repaired, and the building was painted. It is no long- 
«r a discredit to the City, and is very useful for the storage of such 
furniture and apparatus as is either too much worn for ordinary 
use or is not at present required.

[ desire to call attention again to the unsatisfactory condition 
of this building. Attention has been called to the matter in 
previous reports. It seems unwise to expend money on any 
improvements, since nothing short of reconstruction can make 
it a satisfactory school building. There is need of a larger 
building to accommodate this vicinity, and by means of it the 
pressure upon the school accommodations of the northern 
and northwestern sections of the city can be removed. The de- 
velopment of the Morningside region seems certain to call for 
some school accommodation in that vicinity at no distant day.

IN MEMORIAM. 


MARIETTA MURPHY, DIED JUNE 4. 1901, AGED 22 YEARS. 


Miss Murphy was a native of Pittstield. She was graduated 
from the High School in 1896, and from the Westfield Normal 
School in 1898. She began teaching at Peck’s September, 
1598, and was transferred to the William B. Rice School Sep- 
tember, 1899. Here she taught until the close of the last win- 
ter term, when failing health compelled her to relinquish her 
<luties. 

Нег death, following that of her sister, Miss Sarah J. Mur- 
phy, by little more than a year, was peculiarly sad and impres- 
sive. Her fellow-teachers at the Rice School and thruout the 
City were much affected by it, and their hearty sympathy was 
extended to the family thus doubly bereaved. Miss Murphy 
was a skillful, faithful and successful teacher, and her death 
was a distinct loss to our schools. Miss Murphy and her sister 
finished their work in the same room at the Rice School. Asa 
token of respect for their memory, the teachers of the City 
have placed in that room a copy of Breton’s “Song of the Lark” 
suitably inscribed. 

Ata meeting held June 5, 1901, the following resolutions of 
appreciation and sympathy were adopted by the teachers of the 
Public Schools: 

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God to take from our midst 
and from her labors, our friend and fellow-teacher, Marietta Murphy: 


Resolved, That while we mourn her demise, we bow in humble 
submission to the wisdom of our Heavenly Father. 


Resolved, That her successful and faithful efforts have been to us 
a marked example for Strength and constancy, and that our loving aš- 


scclations of her noble character will remain a rich inheritance of true 
womanhood. 


Resolved, That We extend to her family and friends our deepest 
sympathy and consolation in their hour of sorrow. 


Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent to the family of 


our departed friend, to the press, and that a copy be printed in the 
report of the school committee, 
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CONCLUSION. 


Each year brings new discoveries and new problems in school 
work. The vear just closed has been no exception. I know of 
no step backward that our schools have taken during the year, 
and I am quite confident that in several respects substantial 
progress has been made. Our buildings and equipment are as 
a whole in better condition. Our course of study has been 
brought nearer to the practical needs of the pupils without, we 
believe, diminishing its educational value. We have lost some 
excellent teachers, but in some respects our teaching force has 
been strengthened. I believe that most of our teachers take an 
honest pride in their work and in our school system and are wil- 
ling to make the effort necessary to keep our schools among 
the best. I recall but very little criticism from the people -or 
from the press that has seemed to proceed from any but the best 
motives. On the other hand, there have been many expressions 
of interest, approval, and general helpfulness. 

I sometimes wonder whether the people realize the amount 
of time and care devoted to their duties by the members of the 
School Committee. For my own part, I wish again to express 
my appreciation of the diligence and thoughtfulness of the 
members of the Committee, and to acknowledge how largely 
the success and harmony of our work have been due to their 
painstaking, their unbiased consideration, and their unfailing

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear Sir:—In accordance with your request, I submit here- 
with a report of the condition of the High School for the year 
just completed. 

The general condition of the school has not only been main- 
tained during the past year, but І am led to believe has pro- 
gressed. This is evidenced by the fact that fewer of our stu- 
dents have been conditioned, whether for the year or a single 
term, than formerly, also by the fact that there is a deeper con- 
vietion on the part of the students that the well-being of the 
school is dependant upon a hearty co-operation with their 
teachers. 

The size of the school to-day is greater than at any time dur- 
ing its history. The total number enroled this year very closely 
approximates three hundred. The present Senior class will 
graduate nearly fifty—a number larger than any school of this 
grade has ever graduated in Berkshire County. 

This large number has had a tendency to change very radi- 
eally our work in Science. Formerly with smaller classes a good 
part of the time could be spent in the laboratories under con- 
ditions enabling the student to investigate for himself. With 
increased classes altogether too much of this valuable exper- 
ience has to be subordinated to the antiquated recitation. In 
no very distant future another teacher will be necessary in this 
department. 

The work in musie, although optional, has been a source of 
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pleasure to nearly all the pupils in school. A three per cent. 
addition is given to all pupils taking music, they to signify to 
. what particular study this extra amount is to be added. The 
school orchestra has added much to the pleasure of the music 
hour. Much eredit should be given Mr. Russell for the care- 
ful and efficient manner in which he has drilled the orchestra. 

Last June the school graduated its first class from the Busi- 
ness department. The character of the work of these graduates, 
in the places where they have found employment, leads me to 
believe that here is a field for secondary education altogether too 
important to be ignored. The school has not been able to sup- 
ply the demand for help in the local stores and offices. Any 
person doing careful work in this department, as outlined by our 
course of study, is practically sure of obtaining a desirable sit- 
uation at the completion of the course. 

While the school has not yet reached a plane where it can be 
satisfied with its work in this department, it is nevertheless 
true that a large majority of the students have done their work 
with much intelligence, and I have great hopes that the quality 
of their work in actual experience will speedily justify the wis- 
dom of this additional course. 

The time has come when the best interests of this department 
demand a teacher thoroughly veresd in the work of commercial 
branches. If such an addition could be made, I should confi- 
dently look for even better results than we have been able to 
obtain in the past. I believe no school the size of ours has ever 
undertaken to include this most important branch of secon- 
dary education without a special teacher. 

The lunch counter has continued to be generously patronized 
during the past year. I am persuaded that no small part of the 
success of the school, and the general health of our students 
can be traced indirectly to this important adjunct. The ex- 
tent to which it is being patronized can best be shown by the 
receipts. The average daily sales during the past year have 
amounted to $7.90. Nothing regarded improper from a 
hygienic standpoint for a midday lunch is offered for sale. 

Whatever success the school may have attained in the past as 
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well as during the vear just closed is due in no small measure to 
the kindly co-operation of our students and the teachers asso- 
ciated with me. With excedinglv few exceptions the best of 
fellowship has been experienced, thus calling into action only 
such disciplinary measures as appeal to the highest and best in 
all connected with the school. 

Allow me again to extend my thanks to you for the thought- 
ful suggestions you have made, and to the School Committee 
for a continuance of the same helpful consideration which has 
ever characterized their acts and deliberations.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


То Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear Sir:—I have the honor to submit to vou the report of 
the Training School for the year ending December 13, 1901. 

The plan of the School Board which was formulated during 
the summer vacation has been very successful. Many vague 
conjectures were offered as to what would be the outcome of 
this new arrangement of the Committee. From my recent 
knowledge of the young women sent to the Training School, 
I believe that the change made was just the stimulus needed. 
With one exception the results obtained by these young women 
during the past twelve weeks have been very satisfactory. 

The teachers in the Training Class see where they were 
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deficient, and are availing themselves of every opportunity to 
improve both in the study of pedagogy and in their duties in the 
school room. Some of the most noted improvements that I 
have observed are the following:— | 

They are earnestly endeavoring to rely on their own powers 
and ability, zealously working to make their class work more 
proficient by careful preparation, and striving for the best 
school management. I believe this same spirit will be manifest- 
ed by the teachers during the rest of the year, thus proving that 
the plan of the School Committee was one that was wise and 
beneficial. 

We have enrolled two hundred and sixty-eight pupils this 
year. The work that has been accomplished in the different 
grades has been practical and progressive. I would recommend 
that single chairs and desks be furnished for rooms 2 and 3. 
‘The furniture in use is very old, and the surface of the desks 
very uneven. 

I would also recommend that Electric Lights be placed in the 
rooms upstairs that we may have sufficient light to do our work 
during the short days in winter and in cloudy weather. 

Mr. Denison, supervisor in Drawing, and Professor Smith, 
have both been faithful, and their helpful suggestions have 
aided the teachers greatly. 

In June seven young women graduated from the Training 
School. Their work as pupil teachers was highly commendable.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


То Superintendent Eugene Bouton: 


Dear Sir:—In accordance with your request I herewith sub- 
mit the following report: 


There has been no radical change in the method of conduct- 
ing the work in the department of music the past year. In the 
primary grades more attention has been given to rote songs of 
which some of the teachers have quite a collection in scrap 
book form. Songs are selected appropriate to the season, oF 
that have a story, and special attention is given to enuncia- 
tion, quality of tone, and position. Pupils show a keen appre- 
ciation and enter into the work with enthusiasm. Rote songs 
give them something to remember, cultivate a taste and love 
for the best in music and trains the ear. and voice better than 
mere note singing. Some of the teachers teach well the major, 
minor, perfect augmented, perfect and diminished intervals, 
both ascending and descending. Songs for the third grade 
are in their book and are sung by word and the exercises by 
note. 

The work of the grammar grades is good and compares favor- 
ably with the work of the same grades in other cities. 1 would 
like the teachers in all the rooms where there is no instrument to 
provide themselves with one of Condon’s Chromatic Pitch Pipes 
which gives the required pitch at once. A few already have 
them. | 


The new book in the High School has perceptibly increased 
the interest in singing. Singing is optional, but nearly all re- 
main. The Superintendent and the Music Committee are alive 
to the needs of this department, and we are well supplied with 
materials. 


At the suggestion of the Superintendent I shall visit the out- 
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side schools once in three weeks instead of once in four weeks аз

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Gentlemen:— The Board of Public Works present herewith a 
report of the operations of this department for the year 1901. 

The work of the year has been very large in most every one 
of our departments, and in the water works and sewer depart- 
ment, especially so. This was occasioned by the construction of 
the sewage disposal plant and the new dam at Ashley Lake. 
Considerable important surface drainage work has been done, 
and in sewer and water connections, more than in any year since 
the inception of the City Government. 


WATER WORKS. 


The following extensions have been made to the water 
works system during the year. In Robbins Avenue from Lin- 
den Street to Madison Avenue, no water pipe having been laid 
in this portion of the street previous to this year. Greenway 
Sireet from West Housatonie Street, northerly, Lake Avenue 
for a distance of about three hundred feet westerly, Hurlbut 
Street, from New West Street to the Eaton-Hurlbut Paper 
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Company, Beaver Street from a point west of the new gas-house 
to the Berkshire Street Railway Company’s buildings, South. 
street from South Mountain Street to the Country Club, Bart- 
lett Avenue from Taconic Street to Broad Street, and in 
Stearnsville to the old brick store, so-called. This last  ex- 
tension added about twenty-five takers to the system, and gave 
that section the benefits of fire protection. The Stearnsville 
extension was a particularly expensive piece of work, being al- 
most entirely of rock excavation. 


ASHLEY LAKE DAM. 


Work on the construction of the dam at Ashley Lake, the 
contract for which was awarded to the Strauss Brothers Com- 
pany last fall was begun this Spring. The Company put in 
nearly one-half of the work and abandoned the contract. The 
City was indemnified against loss by a bond of the American 
Surety Company in the sum of $7000. As soon as possible 
after the abandonment of the contract by the Strauss Brothers 
Company new bids were asked for the completion of the work. 
These were opened on October 28, 1901, and the contract 
awarded to Thomas Kearney of Little Falls, N. Y., he being the 
lowest bidder. Mr. Kearney has already begun preliminary 
work and it is expected to have the dam completed by July 1, 
1902. 


POLLUTION. 


The Board desires once more to call the attention of the City 
Council to the chances for pollution in some of our sources of 
water supply, and would urge that some steps be taken looking . 
to the abolishment of the same.

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CITY HALL. 


No outlay has been required on the City Hall other than the 
ordinary running expenses of the year, with the exception of a 
new radiator in the office of the City Clerk. 


REPAIRING MACADAM. 


The work of repairing the macadam on Wahconah street was 
completed this year. Beginning at the intersection of Lenox 
avenue and Wahconah Street, the old road was picked up and 
resurfaced with trap rock. This was thoroughly rolled down, 
and a cobble stone gutter built on the east side of the street. 
This gives a good continuous macadam road from the junction 
of North and Wahconah Streets, to the Taconic bridge. 


BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


The east abutment of the Cutting bridge, on Pomeroy Ave- 
nue was found to be defective and was rebuilt. Seven of the 
bridges have been newly planked, and the Pomeroy Bridge has 
been painted. Sundry repairs have been made on a number of 
the bridges. 

SCUTH STREET BRIDGE. 


The extension of the Street Railway Company’s line to the 
Country Club made necessary the building of a new bridge 
over the river on South Street, or a separate structure by- the 
Street Railway Company. An agreement was made with the 
Pittsfield Electric Street Railway Company by which they pay 
one fourth of the cost of the abutments and bridge, exclusive 
of the sidewalks. The abutments were built by Dwyer Bros. of 
Dalton, Mass., and the superstructure by the American Bridge 
Company. This bridge is one of the finest and most substantial 
structures in the city. The cost of the whole work was about 
$8500.00. 


LINDEN STREET BRIDGE. 


This work which was practically completed at the time of our

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last report was finished early in the Spring. This bridge 
is much heavier and wider than the old one with a good 
sidewalk on both sides. It is thoroughly appreciated by the 
residents in that locality and answers the wants of Linden 
Street which was a much used thoroughfare a great deal more 
satisfactorily than the old bridge. 


TYLER STREET. 


A section of Tyler Street, lying between Dalton Avenue and 
Harvard street was worked to a grade and graveled, an appro- 
priation of $400 having been made by the City Council for do- 
ing the work. 

DALTON AVENUE. 


Dalton Avenue, a street which gets an unusually large 
amount of travel, the large new plant of the Stanley Electric 
Mrg. Co., being located at its terminus, was graveled for a por- 


tion of the way from Kellogg Street northerly. An appropria- 
tion of $250 was made for doing the work. 


BRIGGS HILL. 


The City Council made an appropriation for grading Briggs 
Hill on West Street but no work was done as it was probable 
there would be street railway extensions over it another year, 
and the work done by the city would be a useless expenditure of 
money, as the grade might have to be materially changed after 
the work was done. | 


VALENTINE HILL. 


Any one familiar with the condition which existed at this 
point before the work done on it this year will readily see the 
improvement. The road formerly took a very bad curve to 
the right, and was a dangerous spot. Mr. H. C. Valentine drew 
in a large quantity of stone to the low spot south of the old 
highway and asked the city to cover them and change the 
traveled way, making a straight road. This was done at small 
expense, Mr. Valentine generously donating a part of the filling. 
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MARTIN STREET. 


This piece of road which runs from King Street to Onota 
Street, and which has a very steep grade, was turnpiked and 
graveled, and the gutters paved with cobble stone for a portion 
of the southerly side of the street. | 


DWIGHT STREET. 


Surface water was the problem encountered on this street 
and to overcome it a drain was laid to the river through the 
land of Peter Pilon for which he gave the city an easement last 
year. The street was graded and a good coat of gravel put on. 


ALCOVE STREET. 


An appropriation was made by the City Council for continu- 
ing the grading of Alcove Street. The street was graded and 
graveled to a point a little west of the crown of the hill. Paved 
gutters were put in on the hill and connected by catch-basins 
with the drain built to the river last year. 


WAHCONAH STREET GUTTERS. 


The gutters on the west side of Wahconah street, which 
grew up to weeds and grass, and were unsightly, were paved 
with cobble stone from Park Street to Seymour Street, making 
a decided improvement in the appearance of the street. 


TILLOTSON CULVERTS. 


Two culverts on the Tillotson road, just west of the mills 
were extended by putting in cast iron pipe instead of stone, 
and grading the street to its full width, it having been particu- 
larly narrow at these points. Substantial railings were built 
on each side of the road near the culverts. 


REPAIR OF BUILDINGS. 


The old Union Street school house which is used as a polling 
place has had the roof repaired, and the fence about it put in 
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shape. At the North Pearl Street tool yard the building used 
by the Sidewalk Department has been raised, brick piers built, 
and a number of general repairs made. 


INSURANCE. 


The appropriation for insurance was not as large as in some 
other years, not many of the policies expiring. The usual 
amount of insurance has been carried on all of the buildings of 
the City. 

HIGH STREET. 


The City Council appropriated $700 for working this street 
to grade. The road was graveled from the extension of East 
Housatonic Street to Dawes Avenue. It was an expensive job 
from the nature of the soil which was a wet hardpan, and re- 
quired considerable underdrainage. | 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


The most important work done in this department during the 
year was to provide drainage for the section near the corner of 
Burbank and North Street, and from above the House of 
Merey. Beginning at theswamp, near the river, west of Seymour 
street, a thirty-inch cast iron p pe was carried to near the west 
line of the Turnverein Society’s building, through land acquir- 
ed from H. K. Kent last year. The remainder of the drain 
was laid with tile pipe. When the new hospital buildings were 
begun it at once became evident that the water which former- 
ly came down from First and North streets, and was discharged 
upon this lot must be otherwise provided for. In consideration 
of the waiving of the assessments for a concrete walk on North 
street and a gravel walk on Wahconah street, abutting their 
property, the House of Mercy Corporation granted an easement 
through their property for a drain from Wahconah street to 
North street. This was put in and catch-basins connected 
with it, thus taking care of the water at this point. А number 
of minor pieces of work were done but the above was of the 
greatest magnitude.

NEW SEWERS. 


There was added to the new sewer system during the year 1.25 
miles of sewers. Following out the plan of last year the 
sewer was continued up both sides of West Street and North 
Street as far as Depot street. This will ultimately remove all 
the sewage which now is carried in the combined house sewer 
and surface drain in North street.

REPAIR AND CARE OF SEWERS. 


The new sewer system has received considerable attention in 
the matter of flushing. The east side trunk sewer was flushed 
in the Fall and the west side is now being flushed. The Board 
have experienced some trouble with a dark sticky substance 
which they have found in the east trunk sewer, but have dis- 
covered its source and are satisfied that it will be entirely elim- 
inated. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The plan of intermittent filtration for disposing of the sew- 
age of the City having been adopted, the State Board of 
Health having given its approval, it devolved upon the Board 
to put it into execution. The outfall of the present trunk 
sewers is at a point in the Housatonic River opposite the Low- 

den place on Pomeroy Avenue. The plan is to receive it in- 
to three reservoirs built this year, to pump it through a force 
main a distance of about two and one fourth miles, and to dis- 
tribute it on filter beds through which the purified sewage finally 
reaches the river. The, reservoirs are practically completed 
with the screen-house to the south, and the pumping station to 
the north. The laying of the force main was done by the city, 
under the supervision of Supt. Biladeau, and to his carefulness 
may be attributed the fact that nearly 1200 lengths of iron 
pipe, weighing a ton to the length were laid, under very trying 
conditions, a considerable amount of quicksand being encoun- 
tered, and not an accident occurred on the whole work. At the 
filter field about twenty-five acres of beds have been laid out. 
The top soil was taken off and excavations made until the prop- 
er material for filtering was found. Banks were thrown up in 
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some instances to a height of eight feet. The excess material was 
deposited in the low ground in the vicinity of the beds. Over 
twenty thousand feet-of pipe was used to underdrain the fields, 
and 68 manholes with the proper sluice gates were built. The 
contract for building the reservoirs was let to the Troy Public 
Works Company, of Utica, N. Y. Newell and Snowling of Ux- 
bridge, Mass., had the contract for the filtration areas. The 24 
inch cast iron Pipe used for the force main was supplied by the 
Charles Millar & Son Co., of Utica, №. У. The Coffin Valve 
Company of Boston, Mass., furnished the valves and gates used 
on the work. The pumping station is being erected by J. J. 
Prindiville of South Framingham, Mass. In it will be housed 
the Pumps to be built by the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile 
Company of Dayton, Ohio. 
© Power for driving the pumps will be a motor manufac- 
tured by the Stanley Electric Mfg. Co., of this city and the 
Pittsfield Electric Company will furnish the current. The work 
has been under the charge of Mr. J. J. Van Valkenburgh of 
South Framingham, Mass., as Consulting Engineer and when 
completed wil] involve an outlay of about $150,000. It is

RECOMMENDATIONS IN THE QUESTION OF PURIFY. 
ING THE SEWAGE ОЕ THE CITY OF PITTSFIELD.

Dear Sir:—At your request I have made an investigation of 


the question of purifying the sewage of the City of Pittsfield 
y Intermittent land filtration and herewith present plans, pro- 
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files and estimates as a descriptive part of the following report 
of my findings. . | 
Since you are already familiar from. observ ation, with the 


practical’ workings of several of the sewage purification plants 


of the state, and since there are to be found in the annual re- 


ports of the State Board of Health elaborate and interesting 
descriptions of the experiments in sewage purification the said 
Board has been conducting during the last twelve years, it 


seems hardly necessary for me to consume time in attempting to 
throw further light upon the general subject of sewage purifica- 
tion. My remarks will therefore be confined to an explanation 
of the accompanying plans. 

On the 24th., of January, plans and estimates were submitted 
for your consideration. The plans of the filtration area covered 
only a certain portion of the land jittrchased of Col. Cutting.

ly of and adjacent to the above, and known as the Parker prop- ny 
erty. It was thought best under the circumstances to make B 
new plans showing all the City's land in that vicinity, andi in the р 


construction of the filtration areas, use only such portions of. the D 
whole property as could be most economically graded and piped. - 


Accordingly new surveys and plans have been made and esti- 
mates prepared. | | | 

Directly after receiving from you the appointment of consult- 
ing engineer, steps were taken to determine the probable amount 
of sewage to be cared for. Accordingly weirs were placed on both 
east and west trunk sewers in manholes near where said sewers 
discharge into the river. 


` In connection with these weirs were hook gauges, floats and 
clockwork regarding arrangements, whereby the depth of the 
sewage on the weirs could be determined at any time of the day. 
The west trunk weir was put into operation on the 22d of Nov. 
and worked without interruption until the 17th of December. 

The clock on the other weir refused to run regularly and only 
from the 10th of December to the 18th. did we get the record 
ofa continuous run. Ор the 18th. the weirs had to be remov- 
ed in order that the sewers might be flushed. 
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From а study of the plans and records presented it will be 
observed that the least amount of flowage occurs between 3 and 
7 o'clock A. М. Then it rapidly increases until about 10 
о "clock, when the greatest amount is recorded. For instance at 
10 o'clock A. M. on Friday the 14th. of December, the rate of 
flowage per 24 hours was greater than at 6 o'clock A. M. by over 
500,000 gallons. In the west trunk sewer on Friday the 23d of 
November, the least amount of flowage was 335,000 gallons. 
Three weeks later, the least amount of flowage had increased to 
764,000 gallons, which. is nearly double the original amount 
This would indicate that the sewage system was much influenced 
by the rain fall which occurred during that period. 

It is also determined that about one-half of the total amount 
of sewage per 24 hours is discharged into the river during the 
8 hours between 7 o'clock А. M. and 3 o'clock P. M. The lar- 
gest amount that the weirs recorded is a little more than 1,700,- 
000 gallons per 24 hours. These observations taken in connec- 
tion with measurements made one year ago by the City engin- 
eers and other measurements previously made by the State 
Board of Health and considerations of the probable growth of 
the City, leads me to conclude that a fair estimate of the amount 
of sewage you ought to provide for is 2,000,000 gallons per 24 
hours. 


Assuming this as a basis for my calculations and estimates, I 
would advise constructing storage reservoirs and a steam pump- 
ing plant southwesterly of Pomeroy Avenue and on the north- 
east side of the Housatonic river near the outfall of the east and 
west trunk sewers and as shown on accompanying plan. From 
the station a force main would extend through Pomeroy Ave- 
nue to Holmes Road; thence through the Cutting land and over 
private property to the filtration field. 


The men naturally employed in caring for the sewage would 
be an engineer, fireman, a constant attendant during the dis- 
charge of sewage at the filtration field, and an extra man to do 
general work both at the field and station, attending to the 
screens, coal, grounds, etc. | 

Now since the legal working day in Pittsfield is 8 hours long 
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jt seems to me better to pump during that time all the 98де 
flowing during 24 hours, rather than have dn extra ehgineet, 
fireman, and man at the field late in the day. This last itend i 18 
not the least important, for however well your filtration, field · is 
constructed and however well it at fitst performs its work; it 
will not long continue to 40 so uiileas it receives constdtit ава 
thoughtful care. Therefore; in the light of economy | аа ве 
that ү pumping machinery, in duplicate be instdlled at the station 
each pump with boilet being capable of discharging 2, 000; 600 
gallons of: sewage at the filtration field in eight hours. 


Also that storage reservoirs be constructed of sufficient capac- 
ity to hold a little more than one half the total flowage per 24 
hours. In other words their capacity should be sufficiently 
great to hold a little more than the amount of sewage that would 
accumulate from the time of stopping the pumps at 3 o’clock 
Р. М. until 7 o'clock A. M., when pumping is resumed. 

On the acompanying plan will be seen the form of reservoirs | 
advisable to adopt. The character of their construction is 
also shown and dimensions given. 


The floor of the engine room has been planned to be one and 
one half feet above high water in the river and the bottom of 
the reservoirs at the pump well will be 19 feet below the valves 
of the pumps. The reservoirs are to have concrete side walls 
and bottoms, and brick arched roofs covered with at least two 
feet of ground, and when filled two feet above bottoms of pres- 
ent trunk sewers, will hold about 1,200,000 gallons. 


Partly resting on the rear end of the reservoirs, is the gate 
and screen house. Here by arrangement of gates, it is possible 
to direct the sewage through different channels into the reser- 
voirs. Here are also located coarse screens that will intercept 
sticks, clothes and other foreign matter which if allowed to 
reach the pumps would be likely to obstruct or injure their 
valves. 


The length of the force main from the pumps to its dis- 
charge at the filtration field is about 11,450 feet. 2,000,000 gal- 
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lons of sewage pumped through a 20inch force main of the 
above length in eight hours will cause a frictional head of about 
44 feet; which if added to thé actual height of the field above the 
' foot of the suction in thé pump well, gives a total head of 81.5 
feet. To overcome this would require about.85.6 H. P. at the 
"pump. Ву using а 24 inch force main under the same condi- 
tions, the friction head is redüced to 18.5 feet and the work re- 
quired of the pump reduced to about 59 Н. P. Та each case the 
boiler capacity must be sufficient to supply this power plus the 
power necessary to overcome the friction of the pump and its 
auxiliaries. | | 

Since the advantage of a 24 inch force main over a 20 inch 
‘force main in connection with the above work is about 26.6 Н. 
P. and as the daily amount of sewage to be pumped will in- 
crease as the years go by I advise that the force main be 24 
inches in diameter and that each boiler be 80 H. P. The force 
main as shown on the location plan will cross the river at the 
Lowden and Cutting bridges over independent iron bridges 
which will rest on the extension of the present bridge abut- 
ments. The force main should be laid to grade as per profile, 
with air valves at the highest point. 

The location line of the force main was established before 
my engagement by the Board, consequently thenatural arrange- 
ment of the filtration field has been somewhat affected by the 
fixed source of supply. However it has been possible to locate 
to good advantage 57 beds having a total area of about 48.5 
acres. These beds will be surrounded with embankments about 
2 feet high, formed of the loam taken from the areas to ђе grad- 
ed. The embankments through which carriers extend will be 
larger. The beds are of different elevations each one having 
been given an elevation which will require the least amount of 
labor and expense to bring it to a level surface. 

2,000,000 gallons of sewage distributed 6 inches deep would 
cover a little more than twelve acres. One acre would then re- 
ceive 166,666 gallons. If this amount is applied once every 
two days the average daily applieation would be 83,333 gallons. 
Good filtering material will satisfactorily care for about 100,000 
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gallons of sewage per day. Therefore I would advise for a 
commencement that 25 acres be prepared, and arranged in beds 
with carriers, manholes and underdrains as shown on plans. 
This area can be obtained by taking the southerly half of Beds 
Nos. 27, 28, 29, 30, 31 and 37, and the whole of Beds Nos. 36, 
‚38, 39, etc., up to and including No. 57. 

The loam and subsoil to be removed in preparation of the fil- 
tration areas, varies so much in ‘depth that it is practically 
impossible to give a close estimate of the cost per acre for their 
removal. But judging from our experience at Framingham 
and elsewhere in work of a similar nature, the estimate given 


below is considered to be about right. No estimate has been 
made for land damage, rock excavation or extension of bridge 


abutments. 


My estimates are as follows:—

duplicate, and foundations, 16,000,000 
24 inch force main, air valves and boxes, 43,635.00 
Two iron bridges, 1200.00 
Preparing 25 acres filtration beds and embankments, 25,000.00 
Carriers, manholes, gates, and underdrains, 16,686.00 
Total, , $167,716.00 
Add for contingencies, 9284.00 
Total estimate, $177,000.00 


It has been advised that pumping machinery in duplicate be 
installed, for the reason that sewage pumps must be frequently 
overhauled. Machinery will sometimes break and boilers must 
be cleaned and inspected. At such times a reserve force is 
often a necessity. 

If an electrical power plant is erected, the cost of construction 
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will be reduced while the estimated annual cost of operation 
will be about the same ав that for the operation of the com- 
pound condeiising engine. 

The estimated cost of one horizontal, triplex power pump 
erected With all riecessaty suction and discharge pipe within the 
building, and with foundation for motor (motór not included) 


and reddy for operation is $10,000.00 
Pumping station complete, including plumbing 

and heating 7,974.00 

Total, - $17,974.00 


By the erection of this pumping station and machinery, the 
original estimate of $177,000 is reduced to $163,384.

Report of J. J. Van Valkenburgh, Consulting Engineer, on 
the Construction of a Sewage Disposal plant for the City of 
Pittsfield. 


To James L. Bacon, George W. Bailey and Frank A. Smith. 
Board of Publie Works, Pittsfield, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sirs:—My report and general plans for the permanent 
disposition of the sewage of the City of Pittsfield which were 
submitted to you during the latter part of February, 1901, hav- 
ing received your favorable consideration, and on the 6th. of 
April, having also received the approval of the State Board of 
Health, you instructed me to proceed with the preparations 
of the specifications and detail plans for the several kinds of 
work to be built. 

As the above report which contains an outline of the system 
adopted, is to appear in the annual report of the Board, it 
seems unnecessary at this time to review the situation and rec- 
ommendations as therein set forth. 
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The following will therefore consist of some facts regarding 
the details of construction and progress of the work up to date. 
The specifications under which the reservoirs, screen house 
foundations, and sewers were built, call for 3 reservoirs of 
‘About 1,500,000 gallons capacity, foundations for screen house, 
225 lineal feet of 18" x 27" brick sewer, and 85 lineal feet of 
24" x 36" brick sewer. | 

On the 28th of May after due advertisement, ten bids for 
doing the work were received ranging from $51,340.00 to $69,- 
640.00. The contract was awarded to the Troy Public Works 
Co., Utica, N. Y. that company being the lowest bidder. 

Investigations made early in the Spring revealed the fact that 
there was a considerable quantity of gravel to be encountered in 
the excavation for the reservoirs, and as there is also a gravel 
bank owned by the city in the near vicinity, it was decided to 
construct the walls and inverts of the reservoirs of concrete. 

The three reservoirs extending north and south are each 200 
feet long and 30 feet wide. "They lie parallel to one another 
and are separated by walls 4 feet thick. 

Along the northerly end of the reservoirs is a pump well 85 
feet long and 8 feet wide. The end wall of the reservoirs are 
4 feet thick, all other outside walls are 4.5 feet thick. 

The bottoms or inverts of the reservoirs are built on a radius 
of 56 feet. They are 1.5 feet thick in the center, 2 feet thick 
at the walls and have a grade towards the pump well of 6 inches 
in 100 feet. The arches of the reservoirs are of brickwork 2 
feet thick and are built on a radius of 22 feet, which gives them 
a rise of 6 feet above their spring line. 

The covering of the pump well is composed of 8 inch I beams 
placed about 3 feet apart and are arched with brick. 

The original and general elevation of the ground at the loca- 
tion of the reservoirs is 962.0. Тһе general elevation of the 
river opposite the work is 958.6. The lowest point to which 
the foundations of the reservoirs extend is at elevation of 949.6 
or nine feet below the surface of the river. The recorded high 
water at Lowden's bridge is 967.44 or nearly eighteen feet above 
the lowest foundation. 
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Since. the. reservoirs. are 10cated within 250 feet of the river 
‚ and the intermediate ground is of a gravely nature and full of 
water, al ine of 4 inch spruce, tongued and grooved sheet piling 
_was first driven on the side lines of all proposed walls, and to a 
depth of 3 ft. below bottomof foundations. The material between 
the lines was then excavated to a depth that would allow a 6 
inch drain pipe embedded in gravel being laid below the found- 
. ations of the walls. | 


The walls were then built solid between ве lines of piling 
up to the springs of the inverts and the inside of line of piling 
cut.about two feet lower at the spring of the bottom line of the 
inverts. 

Carpenters then erected strong forms on the inside line of the 
concrete walls to be built, and the latter carried up to their 
- proper elevations. The material was then excavated from be- 
tween the walls thus built, the 8 inch drain laid, and the inverts 
formed. 

The wisdom of this method of construction is evidenced by 
the fact that the contractor has experienced scarcely any trou- 
‘ble in securing good foundations. Occasionally however a 
| pump would stop and then the water would immediately rise 
and cause work in the trenches to be suspended for the time 
being. But in no case was anything encountered which ne- 
cessitated the foundations to be carried to a greater depth or 
changed in any respect from that indicated on the plans. 

On this work there were laid about 4100 cubic yards of con- 
crete. In addition, the contractor laid 355.5 cubic yards in 
foundations for pumping station and pumping machinery. 

The concrete was composed of one part Atlas Portland ce- 
ment, two parts sand, five parts screened gravel. The greater 
part of the above amount was mixed by a steam concrete mixer. 

Much of the gravel used was taken from the excavations for 
the reservoirs. The reservoirs when completed will be covered 
with ground to a depth of 2.5 feet. At the present time the 
contractor has practically completed his work, with the ex- 
ception of dressing his backfilling with 8 inches.of loam. The 
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reservoirs are so arranged with. ons that they may be used sep- 
arately or collectively. 

The screen house foundations are Зе РЕН with all gates 
set and connections made. The intercepting sewers are also 
built and properly connected. 

Although the contractor’s work has not yet ое. to the 
stage of acceptance, it is evident that the Troy Public Works 
Co. intended to do and has done a first class job for the City. 

It might be well to state here the intended use of the reser- 
voirs. When the plant is in running order, it is expected that 
pumping will commence in the morning of each day, as early 
as will be found convenient for those in charge of the station 
and field to reach their work. Басһ day at the close of the 
pumping the reservoirs should be completely emptied. Every- 
thing except the sticks, clothes and other articles foreign to 
sewage and large enough to be intercepted by the screens is to 
be daily pumped to the field. | 

The reservoirs are for nothing more than thestorage of sewage 
from the time of stopping the pumps in the afternoon until 
early the next morning—an interval of about 16 to 18 hours. 

The reservoirs will be thoroughly ventilated through the 
chimney of the pumping station, both by natural draft and me- 
chanically by means of an electric fan. 

The screen house roof will have a ventilated ridge, while be- 
neath the open floor of the house are ventilating flues extend- 
ing beneath the arches of the reservoir, thus allowing the down 
ward draught through the screen house to pass through the 
reservoirs to the chimney. 

The pumping station and screen house will be brick struc- 
tures, faced with repressed brick and trimmed with rock faced 
Monson granite. 

The main building will be 35.67 feet x 51.00 feet and have 
two additions, the one in front 12.17 x 35.5 feet, the other in 
the rear 12.5 feet x 47.33 feet. . 

The floor will be composed of 8 inch I beams placed about 
3 feet apart, arched wiith brick, leveled up with concrete and 
finished with a 2 inch coat of granolithic. The main room is 
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sufficiently large to accommodate pumping machinery in dupli- 
cate. The plans and specifications for these buildings. were 
prepared by Mr. Charles E. Barnes. 

On November the 26th two bids, 89, 348.47 and $9,031.00 
were received for building the pumiping station and scteén 
house, J. J. Prindiville, of So. Framingham, being the lower 
bidder, to him was awarded the conttract. 

The cold weather has delayed building óperátiona tó séme 
extent. However, the contractor is doing good work and will | 
finish his contract by the 1st of April—tlie tire specified. 

The contract for heating and plumbing has not yei been let. 

‚ A system of hot water heating has been adopted. 
. The Board having decided to install power machinery, speci- 
fieations were prepared and bids solicited for furnishinig and 
erecting complete in place ready for continuous service, ойе 
horizontal, triplex power pump to be driven by a direct con- 
nected synchronous motor, to be built and erected by the Stan- 
ley Electrie Co., at the expense of the contractor, with all ne- 
cessary acessories and connections. 

The pump is to have a capacity to pump 2,000,000 gallons of 
City sewage in 10 consecutive hours, through about 11,500 lin- 
eal feet of 24 inch cast iron force main, against a head includ- 
ing suction, of 39.5 feet. This does not include friction in 
force main and pumping machinery. 

Four bids were received for pumping machinery on the 25th 
of June, the highest being $11,045, the lowest $9,119.00. То 
the Stillwell-Bierce and Smith-Vaile Co., of Dayton, Ohio, the 
lowest bidder, was awarded the contract. 'The machinery is 
now at the station and will be installed as soon as the building 
is in condition to receive it. 

It is estimated and guaranteed by the manufacturers that the 
pump will not require more than 75.4 electrical horse power 
per day to do the specified work. The Pittsfield Electric Co. 
has agreed to furnish power at the pumping station for $40 per 
electrical horse power per year. Therefore it is believed that 
for several years to come the annual cost of power for pumping 
will not reach $3,000. 
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The 24-inch force main 18 laid on the line mentioned in my 
former report. Its actual length is 11,476 feet. There still 
remains about 400 feet to be laid near the station. It ва 
light weight pipe averaging about 175 lbs. per foot and was 
furnished by Charles Millar & Son at $26. 70 perton of 2240 Ibs. 
delivered F. O. B. cars in Pittsfield. The main as laid has 
leaded joints and graded so that there are but four rises on the 
line. At these points air valves are located which will allow 
the main to be entirely freed from air when pumping is com- 
menced. The main crosses the Housatonic river at Lowden 
and Cutting Bridges on special bridges about 85 feet long and 
5 feet wide, built and erected by Messrs. Collins and Norton 
for $980. The abutments on which these structures rest were 
built by the City. They are the extensions of the abutments 
of the above named bridges. 

The work of laying the force main was performed by City 
labor under the supervision of Joseph Biladeau. | 

The specifications under which the filtration areas were built 
call for the excavation of 65,000 cubic yards of earth, setting 
138 gates in sizes varying from 8 to 24 inches, laying about 100 
cubic yards of rubble concrete, furnishing and building 63 man- 
holes, laying 27,764 lineal feet of underdrain pipe in sizes from 
3 to 12 inches and 7,466 lineal feet of distribution pipe in 
sizes from 8 to 24 inches. These amounts were subject to such 
changes as might be found necessary by the Board. 

On the 28th of May, twelve bids were received for doing this 
work. The bids ranged from $18,573 to $32,824. The con- 
tract was awarded to Messrs. Newell & Snowling of Southbridge 
for $18,613.80. The contractors completed their work on the 
2d of Nov. leaving the work іп a very acceptable condition. _ 

The filtration field is built practically on the lines laid out on 
the plans. It was found advisable to shorten three of the beds 
on the east side of the field, which extended into the woods, 
and omit bed No. 55, the material being too poor to warrant 
the expense of preparing the same. But this loss was nearly 
made up by taking the whole of Beds Nos. 33 and 37, and a lit- 
tle more than half of Beds Nos. 27, 28, 29, 30 and 31. 
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So now there are 27 beds having a total area including em- 
bankment of 24.78 acres, or about 22 acres of filtering area. 
The beds are rectangular and surrounded by embankments. The 
embankments as are indicated on the plans, are 4 feet wide on 
the top, having sloping sides and are of varying heights. They 
are made from loam taken from the areas to be prepared. After 
enough had been reserved for that purpose, all the remaining 
loam and other material not suitable for filtering purposes were 
carted into spoil banks in the vicinity of the works. 

Some of the beds had in them much more poor material than 
the test pits led one to anticipate, consequently the final amount: 
of excavation is considerably larger than that specified. 

Extending from east to west through the filtration fields are 
five lines of beds and in the center of each line there is. a main 
underdrain varying in size from 6 to 12 inches.. Connected 
with and extending nearlv at right angles with this drain, are 
three inch drains plaeed about 35 feet apart and about 4 feet 
below the surface of the beds. 

All the drains are bell and spigot Akron pipe, laid toa -— 
of 6 inches in 100 feet, and have open joints covered with 4 
inches of coarse screened gravel and 2 inches of fine gravel. The: 
trenches were carefully refilled with selected material. These 
underdrains will discharge along the easterly side of the field. 

The force main from the station ends in a large manhole at 
the highest point on the field at elevation 991.5. From this 
manhole the sewage will run by gravity through the distribu- 
tion pipes to all parts of the field. 

The distribution pipes are laid in the embankments. On 
those lines extending east and west the manholes are located at 
intervals of about 100 feet. Here by means of gates it is pos- 
sible to direct the sewage to the north and south through 8 inch 
discharge pipes into the beds lying on opposite sides of the em- 
bankment. 

All cast iron gates used on the work were furnished by the 
Coffin Valve Co., of Neponset, Mass., and all Akron pipes were 
supplied through the agency of J. W. Kirchner, Pittsfield. 

The surfaces of the beds are now graded level and smooth, 
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and it is suggested that during the summer and fall the beds 
be used in that condition. But as winter approaches it will be 
best to furrow them deeply so that the sewage will the more 
readily make its way beneath the snow. By this method there 
will be no difficulty in satisfactorily disposing of the sewage. 

Just how much should be put onto the beds is only to be 
clearly answered by experience. Scarcely two beds will require 
the same treatment, each will have its own characteristics, and 
will demand a different amount of attention. It is suggested 
that at first the field be divided into three parts, using each part 
every third day. The beds will naturally work better if they 
can rest a day or so at a time and thereby have a chance to 
· breathe as it were. 

Much better results will be attained the second year of their 
use than during the first year. | 

Although considerable of my time has been spent on the 
work, the Engineer of the Board of Public Works, Mr. Arthur 
A. Fobes, and his assistants, have таде all the surveys, fur- 
nished all the data for my plans, and have been in charge dur- 
ing the progress of the work. 

This department has also furnished the specifications for the 
bridges and pipe. 

Mr. James C. Harding, Assistant Engineer, has had direct 
charge of construction, having for his assistants Joseph N. Tan- 
ner and Earl N. Parker. At the pumping station John Маг- 
shall has been inspector of concrete and brickwork and Henry 
К. Harding of concrete mixing. 


Major Joseph M. Wiswell, of South Framingham, has been 
chief inspector at the filtration field during its construction. 

Gentlemen of the Board of Public Works, I heartily thank 
you for your uniform kindness and courtesy to me.

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REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works : 


 Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the following report of work 
done by the Engineering Hepatiment during the year ending 
December 31st, 1901. 


4 | HIGHWAYS, STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 


While the usual amount of engineering has been done for 
work pertaining to street and sidewalk construction no detailed 
account will be given here, as full particulars have been given 
in the reports of the Superintendents. 


BRIDGES. 


The so-called Taylor bridge on South Street, over the west 
branch of the Housatonic river has been replaced by a new steel 
truss bridge. The old bridge had a 16-foot roadway and no 
sidewalks. Its clear span was 58 feet. The new bridge has a 
32-foot roadway and two sidewalks each 5 feet wide. The old 
abutments had to be widened out and reconstructed for the new 
bridge. As much of the old walls were saved as possible, but 
as the top for a depth of three feet had to be reconstructed to 
conform to the new steel work, and as one of the old wings 
was in very bad repair, a large portion of the old work had to 
be replaced. As the old bridge was westerly of the center of 
the street all the widening had to be done on the easterly side. 
In doing this, owing to a sharp curve in the river it became ad- 
visable at the southerly abutment to keep the new work back 
from the line of the old abutment; this also partially avoided 
constructing the work over the site of what was evidently once 
a deep hole, but which had been filled with silt. This makes 
the clear span of the easterly truss 66 feet, while the westerly 
truss is 58 feet long. The foundation of the new abutments 
goes well down into good material, being in general about three 
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feet below the old work, and at the point near the bad hole 
spoken of it is nine feet below. — 

The track of the Pittsfield Street Railway Co. crosses the 
bridge in the center. The total cost of the work, including 
grading of approaches, was eight thousand, five hundred and 
forty-five and fourteen hundredths ($8,545.14) dollars. One 
fourth of the cost of this, exclusive of the cost of the sidewalks 
is to be paid by the Pittsfield Electric Street Railway Co. The. 
plans of the steel bridge were designed by Messrs. Collins and 
. Norton, bridge engineers of Springfield, Mass., and were .de- 
signed to carry our 36,600 lb. road roller, or an electric car. 
The stone work was done by the Dwyer Bros. of Dalton. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


The principal work of importance done in this department 
during the last yei was as follows:— · 


PARK STREET DRAIN. 


Your Bancs Board having decided to build | & drain to 
take care of the water that has formerly run into the hollow on- 
the lot now occupied by the House of Mercy, a drain was laid 
from a ditch on the land of Henry K. Kent, near the west 
branch of the Housatonie river, to-the extension of Park Street, 
through this street and across Seymour Street, and through 
Park Street to Wahconah Street, thence across Wahconah Street 
and across a portion of the land of the House of Mercy to 
North Street. On North Street. one branch goes to the west, 
taking the catch-basins at Burbank Street. Another branch 
- . goes to the east, taking in the catch, basins at Tyler Street, and 
^. the catch-basins opposite the House of Mercy.

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This drain is calculated to take the storm water discharge 
from 39 acres when raining at the rate of two inches per hour. 
The district drained includes portions of the following streets: 
Seymour , Park, Wahconah, Tyler, North, First, Myrtle, Stod- 
dard Ave., Springside Ave. and Abbott St. Further extensions 
of this system will, however, have to be made before the district 
is properly cared for. While the present pipe stops at the 
‘ditch spoken of the grades were determined in such a way as to 
make it possible to continue the pipe over the right of way ob- 
tained from Henry K. Kent by your board, to the river, if for 
any reason it becomes desirable to stop discharging into the 
ditch. | | 

For a distance of 447 1-2 feet from the ditch the ground was 
so soft as to necessitate piling. The piles driven were from 
30 feet to 15 feet in length. For 240 feet of this distance 30 in. 
cast iron pipe was laid. This pipe comes in lengths of 12 feet, 
and the method of construction was two piles every 12 feet with 
an 8 шах 10 in. cap on top to carry the pipe. 

For 207 1-2 feet, or the rest of the distance that piles were 
used they were driven 12 feet apart and a platform made and 
30 in. Akron pipe laid от top. The total length of this pipe 
used was 207.5 feet. This is the firet Akron pipe of this 
large size used in this city, and if it should prove satisfactory 
will undoubtedly largely take the place of either brick or iron. 


EAST HOUSATONIC STREET DRAIN. 


The laying of the track of the Berkshire Street Railway in 
Appleton Avenue across East Housatonic Street has shut off the 
two cross-gutters in this latter street, These have carried the 
water from a watershed of 12.36 acres. To remedy this three 
catch-basins have been built at the corner of these two streeta 
and 8:15" pipe laid to the river. Owing to the early cold snap 
which occurred in the first part of November this work was done 
in freezing weather, and the work of grading around the catch 
basins was not completed. This will have to be done early 
next spring. There is also a crosswalk to be relaid at this point.

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This work was done by the Berkshire Street Railway Co. ‘The 
engineering for the same, however, was done by this depart- 
ment. When the new lines are built on which franchises have 
been given quite a number of cross gutters will be cut off, 
which will make necessary the building of catch-basins and con- 
duits. One example of this is at the corner of Columbus 
Avenue and Francis Avenue. Here there are two cross-gutters 
which carry the water from Francis Avenue on the south, north- 
erly to Union and Bradford Streets. These gutters carry the 
water from about six acres of watershed which lies on a steep 
hill and discharges its water very quickly. 


STREET RAILWAYS. 


During the last year 11 1-4 miles of street railway have been 
laid. Acting as your representative your engineer has inspect- 
ed the work of the Pittsfield Electric Street Railway Co., and 
acting as your representative and that of the Board of Alder- 
men your engineer has inspected the work of the Berkshire 
Street Railway Co. On this latter work there has been asso- 
ciated with me Alderman Wm. E. Wilcox. 

As the railroads have been largely built on streets and roads 
too narrow to accommodate the street railway and the road 
travel it has required of the companies considerable work in 
the way of widening them and making them safe and conven- 
ient for travel. On South Street the Pittsfield Company were 
obliged to widen the roadway on the easterly side from the 
Redfield Place to Crofut Street. This made necessary the re- 
grading of the walk and terrace on the easterly side of the 
street. One hundred and thirty-one feet of concrete walk was 
rebuilt, and a new paved gutter 4 ft. wide laid for 536 feet. This 
work was done by the Railroad Company. This grading has 
enabled us to obtain a roadway about seventeen feet wide each 
side of the track. From Crofut Street to the River bridge 
sufficient grading has been done to allow of two roadways 20 
feet wide, and from the River bridge to the foot of Howard 
hill they are seventeen feet wide, and for the rest of the dis- 
tance a single roadway 24 feet wide. 
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Macadam: was laid between the tracks and for a distance of 
18 inches outside of them from the Backus corner to Buel Street. 
For the rest of the distance to the Country Club cobble stone 
paving was used. On West Street from Center Street to North 
Street and South Street, and on South and North Streets from 
Backus’s corner to Union Street block paving was used. The 
work of inspecting this paving and also the cobble stone pav- 
ing was done by your superintendents and engineer, and as 
much time was devoted to this work as could be spared, but it 
was evident that some inspector or deputy inspector was need- 
ed who could, when occasion required, spend all his time on the 
work. No provision for such an inspector had been made in 
the franchise, but acting on the suggestion of your engineer 
and members of your Honorable Board, the Board of Alder- 
men have inserted in all the new franchises a clause which al- 
lows of inspectors being appointed by that Board, and the ex- 
pense of the same to be borne by the Company. As from time 
to time portions of the paving showed settlement it was re- 
paired. On that portion of the Lanesboro extension inside the 
City limits a large amount of grading has been done. A 
roadway 24 feet wide has been made outside the track. At one 
point a very high bank had to be cut through in grading and 
a telford road relaid. Similar work has also been done by the 
Berkshire Street Railway Co. On the Cheshire Road from the 
Lanesboro line to the Glen House corner the road is to be wid- 
ened to eighteen feet outside the rail. A large amount of 
grading was done in the way of cutting down hills and filling 
the hollows, ehanges of from four to six feet in grade being 
common. This was done by and for the benefit of the Railroad 
Co. This work has not been fully completed; there are some 
places where it still needs widening and raising to conform to 
the grade of the track. 

From the Glen House corner to Newell Street the roadway is 
to be not less than 20 feet wide, and for the rest of the distance 
to the center of the city not less than 24 feet. On the Holmes 
Road the roadway has been made 24 feet wide to the Abbey 
Lodge, 22 feet wide to the next corner, and 20 feet wide for the 
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rest of the distance. The work on this part of the line 
was nearly completed, but there are some places which will need 
attention next spring. Some parts of the road: have not yet re- 
ceived a thorough coat of gravel. On this portion of the line 
the plan adopted in regard to the grading was similar to that 
on the Cheshire Road. Opposite the Cutting and Pollock places 
the high knoll was cut down from three to four feet and the 
hollow just north of it and in front of the driveways to both 
places was to be raised an equal amount. Before this work 
was finished so strong an objection was raised by these property 
owners that a change in the plan was made. 


CARE OF BRIDGES. 


The City has on its highways 43 bridges, exclusive of a large 
number of culverts. Some few of these bridges were built by 
railroad companies, who are responsible for their care, but the 
greater portion of these structures are in the care of your Hon- 
orable Board. Many of these bridges were put up years ago 
when bolts were more largely used than they are today, and 
which call for occasional readjustment. Even those bridges 
which would be called modern rivetted bridges should be occa- 
sionally examined. Considering that some of these bridges are 
now being subjected to greater travel than ever before from 
street railroads, and some others shortly will be, I would rec- 
ommend that a thorough inspection of the work on our bridges 
be made by some competent person, and where rivets are found 
loose, that they be cut out and replaced, and that where bolts 
need readjusting that it bedone. A similar inspection to the one 
above recommended was made on our bridges some five or six 
years ago. When this work is being done it would also be 
wise to have attention paid to places that are especially exposed 
to rust,and where needed to have these places scraped and paint- 
ed. Often some of the most important parts are the most lia- 
ble to be rusted and the most difficult to reach. It is usual to 
find such places neglected. Working from the rule that the 
strength of a structure is the strength of its weakest member the 
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conclusion is clear that little advantage can come from painting 
a bridge unless all parts liable to detriment from rust are kept 
painted. Often it would only be necessary to paint that part 
especially subject to rust. There is no work done under the 
саге of your Board on which close inspection is more desirable 
than that of the construction and maintenance of your bridges. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The principal work of this department this year has been the 
work pertaining to the disposal of sewage. While this work 
has been done under your Consulting Engineer, Mr. J. Van 
Valkenburgh, this department has furnished the assistants and 
inspectors for the work and has been actively engaged in co-op- 
erating with Mr. Van Valkenburgh. The Assistant Engineer 
who has had direct control of this department is Mr. James C. 
Harding. I will not attempt to give a detailed description of 
the work as it has been given elsewhere. 

Besides the work on the disposal plant the following sewers 
have been laid:

ASHLEY LAKE DAM. 


The work of excavating for foundation was begun in the lat- 
ter part of February, 1901. The greatest excavation was at a 
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point about 100 feet westerly of the present gate-house, where 
we were obliged to go to а depth of 16 feet below the surface of 
the ground in order to obtain a suitable foundation; at this 
place the dam will be 34 feet high from foundation to top of 
coping. The masonry dam is to be 6 ft. wide at under side of 
coping, with a batter of 4 in. per foot on the down-stream face; 
this gives a width of 18 feet for the foundation where the dam 
is 34 feet high. Rock was found most of the way comparatively 
near the surface, but as much of it was soft and seamy on top, 
excavation was carried down to firm rock by means of picks, 
bars, and wedges. At first dynamite and powder were tried, 
but their use was soon discontinued, except occasionally, for 
fear of opening dangerous seams in the rock. The rock cut var- 
ied in depth from 0 to 10 feet, and would average about four 
feet. The first concrete was laid May 23d, and from that time 
work progressed until Sept. 14th, at which time all work was 
stopped and the contract abandoned by the Strauss Bros. Co. 


Only about half of the work has been completed. The contract 
was relet to Mr. Thos. Kearney, and the completion of the work 


is called for July 1st, 1902. "The Assistant Engineer directly 
in charge of the engineering and inspecting of this work was 
Mr. M. J. Gibbons. This work was done in accordance with 
the plans and general supervision of your consulting engineer, 
Mr. E. A. Ellsworth of Holyoke, Mass. 


CEMENT TESTING. 


As there were some ten thousand barrels of cement to be used 
on the sewer and Ashley Lake jobs it was deemed advisable to 
employ some means of properly testing it. For this purpose a 
Fairbanks testing machine was bought to obtain the tensile 
strength, a nest of sieves to obtain the fineness, a vicat needle 
for the purpose of obtaining the rate of setting, and a warm wa- 
ter bath to determine the soundness of the cement. The total 
cost of these machines and the fitting up of a room in the base- 
ment for them was $250.70. 

Numerous samples were taken of the cement used at both the 
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sewer jobs and the Ashley Lake Dam. At Ashley Lake Alpha 
Portland cement was used, and at the Pumping Station Atlas 
Portland cement was used. At the Filter Beds both Alpha and 
Atlas were used. Only one lot was condemned and this had 
been damaged in the handling. | 

The cement used in making our tests was obtained by taking 
equal quantities by weight of from six to twenty samples of ce- 
ment taken out of as as many different bags or barrels. These 
were generally selected by taking one bag or barrel from each 
load of cement as it came from the depot and laying it one side, 
from which to take the sample for testing. These different 
samples were then thoroughly mixed together and treated as 
one lot. Usually fifteen briquettes were made up from each lot 
to test for tensile strength; five of these being broken in 24 
hours, five in seven days, and the last five in 28 days. In ob- 
taining the breaking strain for any set offive samples an average 
of the three highest tests would be taken instead of an average 
of all five. In addition to the three usual tensile tests some 
samples were made for 3, 6, 9, 12, 15 and 18 month tests for the 
purpose of studying the effect of age on the different kinds of 
cement. Only a few of these last have yet been broken. Each 
lot of cement was also subjected to the test for soundness and 
usually for fineness. 


The following table shows the results obtained. The tensile 
strength is shown in lbs. per square inch:

Numerous briquettes have also been made of cement mixed 
with sand. This has usually been done for the purpose of test- 
ing the sand, and in one case resulted in its being condemned. 

While this work has not resulted in the condemning of any 
large quantities of cement it has assured us that we have been 
obtaining a high quality of cement for these important struc- 
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tures, and the moral effect of testing material is of itself often 
effectual. 

Some studies have also been made with the cement under 
conditions which are usually considered to be more or less un- 
favorable to obtaining the best results, but conditions that are 
often met with on the work and that frequently entail con- 
siderable expense to avoid, such as the use of cement with sand 
containing considerable loam or clay; the effect of using water 
that is strongly polluted with sewage, and the effect of freezing 
on mortar; also with mortar that has partially set and been ге- 
tempered, and the effect of mixing with salt water. This has 
been done with the idea of obtaining the true value of these ef- 
fects. Frequently it may be cheaper on some small jobs to in- 
crease the proportion of cement in the mortar considerably 
rather than to be to the expense of eliminating imperfections in 
other conditions. These studies are not yet completed.

The total amount expended from your appropriations for con- 
struction work was $6,254.83. This includes the inspecting at 
Ashley Lake, which was done by our engineers, but does not in- 
clude the ordinary inspecting at the two sewer jobs. In addi- 
tion to the above there has been expended from other appro- 
priations as follows:

Berkshire St. Ry., including horse hire and supplies, 150.04 

This makes a total of $7,062.10. The above includes horse 
hire, supplies and other incidentals. 

In conclusion I wish to extend my thanks to your Honorable 
Board for the many courtesies shown me, and I also wish to 
thank the several assistants who have been associated with me 
for their co-operation and faithful services.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF WATER 
WORKS. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works : 


Gentlemen: —I submit herewith a report of the water depart- 
ment for the year 1901, giving the details of the works whieh 
have been under my charge, showing the condition of the plant 
together with such recommendations as seem to me advisable.

/— BERVICE CONNECTIONS. 


There have been made during the year two 4 inch, five 2 inch, 
nine 1 inch, thirty-five 3-4 inch, and fifty-six 1-2 inch service 
connection with the mains, making a total of 107. Five ser- 
vice connections have been lowered. 


RESERVOIRS. 


The various basins were given their usual cleaning last Spring, 
and in addition, Mill Brook and Hathaway Brook reservoirs have 
been cleaned during the Summer. All of the gate houses were 
. put in repair. At the Sackett Brook pumping station some ге- 
pairs were made around the basin, although the last heavy raing 
have done considerable washing of the banks which will require 
attention as soon as the frost is out of the ground. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


The department has made during the year 103 sewer’ connec- 
tions, two of which were made to the old sewer, Ten stoppagea 
of sewer have occurred, five of which were old sewer. All of 
these were dug up and repaired. 
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Early last Spring all the lateral sewers were flushed out and 
any repairs necessary were made. The east trunk sewer has 
been flushed out this Fall and was found in bad condition. A 
number of tin cans, blocks of wood and other rubbish were 
found in the sewer. These could have found their way into 
the sewer in no other way than through a manhole, showing 
malicious work on the part of some person, who, if discovered, 
should be summarily dealt with. Considerable substance of a 
dark, oily sticky nature was also found. The Board have lo- 
cated the source whence this came and have assurances that the 
trouble will be remedied at once.

RENEWALS. 


At present there are no indications for a great deal of water 
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extension next year. This will give the department a good op- 
portunity to renew such portions of the old plant as are abso- 
lutely necessary. On Beaver Street there are about 2900 feet of 
four inch pipe which should be replaced with an eight inch pipe 
to connect with the six inch laid last Fall. Pomeroy Avenue has 
1,000 feet of 2 inch pipe between Broad Street and East Hou- 
satonic Street, which should be renewed with six inch pipe. On 
Wellington Avenue there are about 873 feet of 3 inch pipe, and 
on the same street about 300 feet of 2 inch pipe which should be. 
renewed with 6 inch pipe. In Dewey Avenue from Columbus 
Avenue to Division Street there are 300 feet of 3 inch pipe, and 
on the same street from Division to West Street there are 212 
feet of 1 inch pipe. This should be relaid with six inch and 
carried through the bridge abutments on Columbus Avenue to 
connect with the 4 inch pipe on the west side of the bridge.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 


Early in the season the fences about the several reservoirs 
were repaired, the brush cut off, and all necessary repairs made. 
The fences at Sackett and Ashley reservoirs are not in good con- 
dition, and I would recommend that new ones be built in the 
Spring. Owing to a deep cut of the hill on the west end of Al- 
cove Street it became necessary to lower the water pipe two feet 
for a distance of about 150 feet, and the lowering of five service 
connections. Two service connections were lowered on Third 
Street. 

The cutting of the hill on South Street, at the corner of 
South Mountain Street, necessitated the lowering of the water 
pipe two feet for about 200 feet. 

Three samples of water taken from the branches of the Hou- 
satonic River were collected monthly, and samples from the va- 
rious reservoirs taken every three months were sent to the State 
Board of Health for analysis. 

In conclusion I wish to tender my thanks to the members of 
the Board for their courtesy and co-operation, and to my assist- 
ants and employees for their faithfulness.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HIGHWAYS. 


То the Honorable Board of Public Works : — 


Gentlemen:—The streets and roads about the city have as a 
rule been in fair condition during the year. On those streets 
where there have been street railway extensions, the laving of 
new water, sewer and gas mains, the tearing, up of the streets 
has caused some inconvenience, and made it unpleasant for the 
traveling public. The heavy rains during the months of Au- 
gust and September, which washed the highways badly after the 
Springs repairing, made further repairs necessary. The prob- 
lem of road material becomes more puzzling year by year. At 
the present time in certain parts of the city the available supply 
of gravel is exhausted, and we find ourselves at an added ex- 
pense both for material and hauling. 


VALENTINE HILL. 


An appropriation of $200 was made bv the City Council for 
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covering the stone placed by Mr. Н. €. Valentine in the road 
near his residence. ‘The stone was covered with some rough 
material taken from the sides of the road, and gravel used for 
finishing. Guard rails were built on the south side for а dis- 
tance of 260 feet. The improvement is appreciated by the peo- 


ple who drive over West Street.

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STREETS WORKED. 


Tyler Street the grade of which was established by the City 
Council last year was worked, from Dalton Avenue to Harvard 
Street. It required 410 yards of gravel to complete the work. 

Martin Street was worked from Onota Street to King Street. 
A paved gutter 250 feet long was put in on the south side апа 
the street graveled. 

Alcove Street was worked from Curtin Avenue west to the 
top of the hill. Paved gutters were laid on both sides of the 
street. | 

Dwight Street was worked from Appleton Avenue to the end 
of the Street. An 18 inch pipe was laid from the street to the 
river and two catch basins built for the surface water. 

High Street was worked from Dawes Avenue to Caledonia 
Street. This street was of a wc; hardpan soil almost impassable 
in the Spring and Fall. It was underdrained and graveled, 470 
yards of gravel being used. A gravel sidewalk was built on the 
east side from Mr. Chamberlain's to the concrete walk. The 
banks were graded and sodded and the walk underdrained in 
places. The improvement is very noticeable. 

Dalton Avenue was accepted and graded from Kellogg Street 
250 feet northerly. . 


NEW MACADAM. 


Wahconah Street which was commenced last year and carried 
as far as Seymour Street, was this year finished as far as the 
Grist Mill bridge. The old macadam was picked up and re-sur- 
faced, new material put on and bound, and paved gutters laid 
on the north side from Lenox Avenue to the bridge. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the macadam on North Street from 
Orchard Street to the railroad bridge be picked up and re-sur- 
faced. | 

1 would also recommend that paved gutters be laid in the fol- 
lowing places. 
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Linden Street, from John Street to Onota Street south side. 

Dewey Avenue from Columbus Avenue to Division Street, 
both sides. 

Silver Street, Second Street to Third Street, both sides. 

Winter Street, Curtis Street to Rice School, both sides. 

Tyler Street, North Street to First Street, south side. 

South Street near Mrs. Redfield’s. 

South Street at the Howard Hill.

PARK AND COMMON. 


The Park and Common have received their usual attention 
during the season, having been fertilized and seeded down in 
the Spring, and kept mowed and the walks scraped and trim- 
med during the season. 


CUTTING AND TRIMMING TREES. 


Quite a number of dead trees were removed during the sea- 
son, and some trimming of trees was done. Under this head I 
would state that there are quite a number of old trees through- 
out the city that, although not yet dangerous, should be re- 
moved this coming Summer. 
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We started this Summer to set out young trees in place of 
some of the old ones that had been removed, about twenty 
young trees having been set out. This work of setting out 
young trees should be continued, and in places where the old 
trees are too close together, and have grown so large as to shade 
the street too much they should be thinned out and young trees 
started in their places. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


A surface sewer was built to drain the territory in the vicin- 
ity of the House of Mercy, beginning at an open drain near the 
Housatonic River on the land of Henry K. Kent, thence south- 
erly on the land of Kent to Park Street, thence easterly on Park 
Street, crossing Seymour Street and Wahconah Street, thence 
across the land owned by the House of Mercy Corporation to 
North Street opposite Tyler Street, thence northerly on North 
Street to a point opposite the entrance to the Henry W. Bishop 
Memorial Building, and southerly on North Street to Burbank 
Street. All the old catch-basins along the line were connected, 
and three new ones and twelve manholes were built. The 
swampy nature of the land on the Kent property necessitated 
the use of piling and iron pipe for a distance of 240 feet. 

The materials used in the construction of this drain are as 
follows:—1573 lineal feet of piles, 240 feet of 30” cast iron 
pipe, 208 feet of 30” Akron pipe, 705 feet of 24” Akron pipe, 
280 feet of 20” Akron pipe, 390 feet of 18” Akron pipe, and 
345 feet of 12” Akron pipe. 


SEWAGE FORCE MAIN. 


In addition to the regular work of my department I had 
charge of the construction of the force main from the sewage 
pumping station to the filter beds. The length of this line of 
pipe, when completed, will be about two and one-quarter miles, 
there being about three hundred and seventy-five feet, from the 
west side of the Lowden bridge to the pump house yet to be 
built. Eleven thousand and seventy-six feet of pipe was laid 
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this year, commencing at the west side of the Lowden bridge 
and running easterly in Pomeroy Avenue a distance of 3,834.68 
feet, to the land of Walter Cutting, thence through private 
lands of Walter Cutting 3,632.80 feet, Pollock 313.86 feet, Scace 
512 feet, Elmer 533 feet; and Cutting 1,625 feet to the property 
of the City of Pittsfield, thence across the property of the City 
of Pittsfield a distance of 625 feet to the main distributing man- 
hole of the filter beds. This force main is constructed of 24" 
cast iron pipe with lead joints. Two blow-offs were put at the 
two lowest places in the line so that the whole line of pipe may 
be drained in case of necessity. One of these blow-offs is lo- 
cated at the dry bridge, and one on the land of Cutting 65 feet 
north of Pollock’s north line? There were also three air valves 
put in at the high points. These blow-offs and air valves are 
accurately located by the Engineering department. 

On the Cutting property, which is but very little above the 
level of the Housatonic River considerable difficulty was en- 
countered on account of quicksand and water in the trench, so 
much so that we had to keep two hand pumps going most of 
the time, and had to sheet sections of the ditch with tight sheet- 
ing where the cutting was not more than five feet below the 
surface. 

To give an idea of the size of this job I would state that we 
used 923 lengths of pipe, averaging 2,200 lbs to the length, 
making the total weight of pipe used 1,015 tons. The amount 
of lead used was from 35 to 40 lbs. to а joint, making a totai 
weight of from 18 to 20 tons of lead. The average number of 
men employed was thitry-five a day throughout the whole job. 
The cutting was from five to ten feet. — 

Where the pipe line crosses the river at the Lowden and Cut- 
ting bridges two steel truss pipe bridges were built. The pipe 
en these bridges was covered with a box three feet in diameter 
and the space between the pipe and the box filled with woolen 
fiox to prevent freezing.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Members of the City Gov- 
ernment :— 


GENTLEMEN —1 herewith submit п:у sixth annual report 
of the Pittsfield Fire Department, and a record of the fires and 
alarms which have occurred during the year, together with 
amount of loss and insurance on property, a value of buildings 
and contents endangered, as near as could be had, also the 
causes as far as possible to obtain them, together with ex- 
penditures and an inventory of all property under the care oí 
this Department. 

The Department responded to 54 alarms during the year, 
of which 28 were bell alarms, 25 керпе and verbal alarms, 
and 1 false alarm. 

The apparatus of the Department is in first class condi- 
tion; the Combination Wagons, (Chemical and Hose) have 
more than proven the advisability of the expenditure to equip 
htem with proper tanks as such. | 

The Committee having disposed of unsuitable horses, and 
purchased two pair, in so far as this branch of the Department 
is concerned, it will probably need no immediate expenditure. 

The three Steamers of the Department while not having 
been called into hard service, have had proper attention; and 
Steamer No. 2 having been generally overhauled (new pump 
piston and suction hose having been added), there seems no 
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reason why this portion of the Department is not in first class 
condition and will meet all requirements for the present. 

The Fire Alarm System continues to fill the necessary re- 
quirements of this very important branch of the Department, 
no box having been pulled that has not registered correctly at 
the several stations. While it is impossible to have a perfect 
signal by whistle under the present system of blowing it by 
hand, very few errors have been made, and the Department has 
not gone wrong by any indistinct or confused box number 
having been sent out. | 

The Committee having purchased a new Exercise wagon, 
this having been loaded with 1,000 feet of hose, it has added to 
the supply or emergency branch of the Department by having 
a lighter outfit for outside fires where long lines of hose are 
required. 

The many and serious explosions which have occurred 
throughout the country, call very strongly for the passage of 
an Ordinance regulating the storing, keeping or transporting 
of all kinds or explosives, which very important and danger- 
ous subject is not at present governed by any City Ordinance. 
I should recommend the immediate passage of an Ordinance 
governing this matter. 

The discipline of the Department has been maintained, 
and the cheerfulness with which duties are discharged by both ` 
permanent and call men is both notable and praiseworthy, 
which fact is demonstrated by the small fire loss of this year. 

. As there seems to be a demand for more electric wires of 
various kinds, especially in the business section of this city, 
and as some of the companies using electric wires are desirous 
of placing them under ground, it would seem advisable for the _ 
city to consider the underground system, requiring all wires 
underground on the business streets, and others, as far as 
practicable. With the present construction. of the wiring 
throughout the city, and principally on North and West Streets, 
the Department would be seriously obstructed in an effort to 
quickly raise ladders against many of the buildings on either 
side of the streets. 

In closing my annual report as Chief Executive Officer of 
the Fire Department, I wish to tender mv sincere thanks to 
His Honor, the Mayor, the City Government and the Fire De- 
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partment Committee for the many courtesies and valuable 
assistance rendered; to the officers and members of the force 
who by quick response and prompt execution of orders have 
made it possible to maintain the present high standing of this 
Department ; and to the Ролсе Department for their vigilance 
in detecting fires in their incipiency, and for ther valuable as- 
sistance at fires. 

The apparatus of the Department consists of three steam 
fire engines, one hand engine iocated at Stearnsville, two hook 
and ladder trucks, three combination chemical and hose wag- 
ons, with the necessary blankets on one wagon to supply the 
Protective Company, one exercise wagon, with capacity of one 
thousand feet of hose, three small hose carts loaded with hose, 
one hose sleigh, one hook and ladder sleigh, three exercise wag- 
ons, and two exercise sleighs distributed as follows :—

Report of Overseers of the Poor 
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REPORT 


OF THE 


Overseers of the Poor. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable, the City Council 
of the City of Pittsfield :— 


GENTLEMEN :—The Overseers of the Poor of the City of 
Pittsfield herewith submit their annual report for the fiscal 
year ending December 31st., 1901. 

The work of this department is many times misunderstood 
by well intentioned people and sometimes most unjust and un- 
fair criticisms are uttered by those who entirely fail to compre- 
hend the limitations under which the department works. In 
the first place there are a good many folks in the City who sup- 
pose that the department should give aid to everv case of need 
to which attention is called. It 1s not every such case that the 
law requires us to care for. Except in cases of immediate and 
absolute necessity, we are not allowed to aid anv but those who 
have acquired a settlement in Pittsfield, except where other 
cities or towns authorize us to make expenditures in their be- 
half for which they reimburse us. A person in need of public 
aid who has a settlement in this city, may properly be aided, 
and when the need is established by proper evidence, the aid is 
promptly forthcoming. 

. And this leads me to speak of another matter concerning 
which people of good intentions often misunderstand the atti- 
tude of the department. Assuming that persons have a settle- 
ment in this city, the department is not justified in giving aid 
unless the necessities of the applicant warrant it. The mere 
fact that the applicant has a settlement here, is not sufficient. 
The need of public assistance must Бе established. 
Incidentally I may say that'the fact of a settlement is often 
very hard to establish, but the Superintendent is alwavs willing 
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to go to any extreme of careful search of the tax and other re- 
cords of the town and city to discover the facts in any given 
case. But the facts of a settlement having been established, 
then comes the often very difficult work of ascertaining the 
true condition of the applicant for public aid. Many times 
sentimental women come to the office and report a case of what 
seems to them to be the direct and most extreme necessity, and 
when «ће Superintendent has made a full, patient and often 
extended investigation of the case and the necessities, if any, 
are clearly proved to be the result of vicious or intemperate 
habits or in some instances, the necessity does not appear at all, 
and in either case the aid is withheld, these good women berate 
the officers of the department for hardness of heart and for 
stinginess and sometimes even baser motives are stated or in- 
timated. А case in point may be referred to. The case of a 
family of A. was called to the attention of the Superintendent. 
On investigation, it was learned that A. was grossly abdicted 
to drink; he had left his wife and children; in addition to this, 
Mrs. A. had deserted all but one of the minor children and left 
them to the kind charity of neighbors or the aid of the Poor 
Department. Further inquiry brought out the fact that A. had 
been a source of great trouble to the police authorities. A. was 
convicted of drunkenness in the District Court and sent to the 
House of Correction for a number of months. The department 
took charge of Mrs. A. and the children and they are receiving 
more now than A. had given them їп years, and that is reallv 
nothing more than a bare living. But note the sequel. Certain 
sentimental women, trying to do good no doubt, continued 
their interest in the case, concluded that it was a great shame 
that A. should be confined in the County Jail, where he 
couldn't do anything for the support of his family, and began 
efforts to procure his release, going even so far as to make a 
personal appeal to the Governor of the Commonwealth. They 
meant well, but the fact was that the family was better off with- 
out A., bad as their condition was, supported by public aid. 
This illustrates one of the difficulties the department has to 
contend with. 

This is not said in any spirit of fault finding with the well 
meaning efforts of the charitable, But it sometimes happens 
that a good heart isn't accompanied by wisely directed efforts. 
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A spirit of distrust and hostility to the department and to its 
officers is engendered which sometimes hampers us greatly. 

Another fact should be borne in mind,—that the work of 
the department is not in doling out small orders for groceries 
or for a supply of coal or wood or clothing. The effort is 
made,—and sometimes with great success,—to tide over a 
temporary necessity and meanwhile;to urge the wisdom of 
more economy and greater prudence, with a result of great 
bettering of conditions. 

On the matter of contagious diseases it is my opinion that 
the Overseers of the Poor should not be called upon to pay the 
expenses. Such payment pauperizes the patient as much as 
 rceiving aid by law, any man residing five continuous years 
in any city or town in the Commonwealth, is given the right 
to acquire a settlement in that city or town, by paying all 
State, County and Municipal taxes for three years within that 
five, and to a woman this same right is given by five continu- 
ous years of residence, provided they do not receive pauper aid 
during those years. Having acquired a settlement in a place 
an individual has certain rights. In case of contagious dis- 
eases where a quarantine is placed upon a house, through no 
choice of the patient, but because of pubiic safety, all inter- 
course with the outer world is cut off, sometimes indefinitely, 
and in some cases it is found that the family is not able to bear 
the necessary expense, and is called upon to seek aid from the 
city. | 

I will cite a case in particular—A man with a family 
moved here from Springfield in 1897 and lived here continu- 
ously until 1901 when his house was quarantined, and after a 
time he became reduced to povertv, thus making it necessary 
to apply to the citv for groceries and other necessities. He had 
never before been obliged to seek aid, and at this time it was 
through no fault of his own that he found himself dependent 
upon the city for support. In other words, this man was pau- 
perized against his own free will. Had the expense of the 
family been paid by the department of the Board of Health и 
would not have been necessarv for this man to live here five 
years after the time of receiving that aid to acquire a settle- 
ment. It does not seem right that this man, having lived here 


Fw 
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four vears and intending to remain, should be deprived of a 
settlement because of aid received in such a case. 
I would recommend that all charges for contagious 415- 
eases be borne by the department of the Board of Health. 
= In conclusion I desire to publicly thank the various chari- 
table organizations of the citv, the Police Department, and the 
Citv Phvsician for their hearty co-operation. 


SLATISTICS. 


There was expended for City Relief, $13,189.78, and for 
the Almshouse, $7,496.28, a total of $20,686.06. The reim- 
bursements were $755.64 for Citv Relief, and $370.92 for 
Almshouse, a total of $1,126.56 making the net expenditure for 
pauper support $19,559.50. Of the amount expended for City 
Relief, $12.404.22 was charged to the City of Pittsheld, the 
balance $785.46 was expended for persons settled in other 
cities and towns in this State, and State paupers. 

The number of families aided was 219 comprising 318 
males and 400 females, a total of 718. 

One hundred and seventy three families comprising 517 
persons have a legal settlement in Pittsfield. Seventeen fam- 
lies, comprising 123 persons, have a legal settlement in other 
cities and towns, while twenty-nine тата, consisting of 78 
persons were State paupers. 

Twenty-five persons were supported in the several State 
Insane hospitals, five at the Massachusetts Hospital for Dipso- 
maniacs, three at the Massachusetts Hospital for Epileptics,two 
at the Hospital Cottage for Children at Baldwinsville, one was 
supported a short time ac спе State Hospital at Tewksbury. Six 
persons were furnished transportation to the State Hospital 
at Tewksbury.

City of Pittsneld, January 6, 1902. 
To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsheld :— 


JENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the provisions of the 
General Ordinances of the City I herewith submit to you my 
report for the year 1901. 

During the past year the following cases against the City 
pending in the Superior Court, have been settled and disposed 
of: 

1. Thomas H Malloy vs. City of Pittsfield. This case 
was a petition for damages growing out of the abolition of the 
Jason Street crossing, and was settled for $400, the share 
which the City was required to pay being 10 per cent thereof. 

2. Bridget Crystal vs. City of Pittsfield. This was a 
petition for damages growing out of the laying out of Kent 
avenue as a City way. Settled on payment by the City of $100. 

The following cases are now pending in the Superior 
Court: 
т. Eugene Н. Robbins vs. City of Pittsfield. Action for 
damages to property on West Street because of alleged injury 
caused by water. Several claims for damages growing out of 
alleged injuries to other persons are pending and awaiting the 
determination of the questions involved in this case. 

2. Edward P. Halpine vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of 
Contract for work and labor in construction of Briggs School. 

3. Jason N. Shepardson vs. City of Pittsfield. Action 
for damages for alleged injury caused by the laying out by 
the City of a portion of Dewey Avenue as a City way. 

4. Wiliam Gregory vs. City of Pittsfield. Action for 
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personal injuries sustained by reason of alleged defect in high- 
way. 

5. Michael Prout vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of dam- 
ages growing out of alleged defect in highway. 

The abolition of the three grade crossings at Jason Street, 
Gale Avenue and Hubbard Avenue in this City has been 
completed and all claims for damages adjusted during the 
past year, and the City’s share of the expense of the abolition 
of these crossings has been paid. The total cost of this work 
was $36,403.01 ; the City’s share of this expense was то per cent 
or $3640.30. | 

There аге only three public crossings at grade over the 
tracks of railroads remaining within this City; two are on 
the North Adams branch of the Boston & Albany railroad, 
one at Coltsville and the other just south of the Dewey Hotel; 
the only other grade crossing, is upon the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R. and known as the Holmes crossing. This latter is a 
particularly dangerous crossing and a petition is now pending 
for its abo'ition. Commissioners have been appointed Бу the 
Superior Court and they would have acted upon it last year 
except for the fact that the appropriation made by the Legisla- 
ture for the purpose of paying the share of the Commonwealth 
in connection with the abolition of grade crossings was ex- 
hausted, and under the circumstances the Railroad Commis- 
sioners found it necessary to decline to issue any certificates 
for the payment of money in grade crossing proceedings until 
the Legislature takes some further action in regard to the 
matter. It 15 quite probable that the next Legislature will make 
an appropriation for this purpose, and if so the City will ask the 
Commissioners to give a hearing and report upon the abolition . 
of the Holmes crossing early during the present year. 

The contract for the building of a new dam at Ashlev 
Lake was awarded to Strauss Bros. Co. and the coritractors 
after they had partially completed the work abandoned it, and 
recently a contract for its completion has been awarded to 
Thomas Kearney of Little Falls, New York. The City will 
be obliged to spend considerably more to secure the com- 
pletion of this work than the amount stipulated in the original 
contract, but as the Strauss Bros. Co. gave a bond in the 
sum of $7000, with sufficient sureties for the performance of 
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their contract, the City will not be at any loss, and the dam 
wil, it is expected, be completed during the coming summer. 

On May 17, 1901, the County Commissioners of this 
County upon petition of the Board of Aldermen authorized 
the building and laying out of a highway across the tracks 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad near the works of the Stanley 
Manufacturing Company and as the Board of Aldermen laid 
out said way from Dalton Avenue to Beaver Street under the 
authority of the Board of County Commissioners so given, it 
is expected that this way will be open for travel during the 
present year. 

The following Acts affecting the City were passed by the 
Legislature of the year 1901 :— 

Chapter 308:—‘‘An act relative to the compensation of 
the Board of Overseers of the Poor for the City of Pittsfield.” 

Chapter 312:—‘‘An act to increase the amount of bonds 
which the City of Pittsfield is authorized to issue to provide 
for constructing a system of sewerage.” 

In addition to the foregoing, several suits of minor im- 
portance have been brought in favor of and against the City, 
to which I have not deemed it necessary to refer to in detail. 

The number of claims made upon the City for personal 
injuries and otherwise and the amounts paid by the City in 
settlement thereof have been much smaller during the past 
year than in any previous year since the adoption of the Citv 
government.

Pursuant to your order of July Ist, 1901, a regular Police 
officer was detailed to enforce the sanitary laws and Ordi- 
nances of the City and the rules and regulations of the Board 
of Health under the direction of the Board. Two hundred and 
fifty-four premises were inspected, one hundred and fourteen 
persons were notified to clean yards and vaults, twenty-five 
orders to connect tenements with public sewer were served. 
These orders were complied with. Seven new cess-pools were 
constructed, eleven cess-pools were found in an unsanitary con- 
dition, and were ordered cleaned, twenty-one surface drain 
nuisances were abated. Eleven vaults were ordered put in a 
. sanitary condition, one diphtheria case was investigated, 
thirteen notices wére served on persons to comply with former 
orders of the Board. A most thorough enforcement of the 
sanitary laws of the City and the regulations of the Board of 
Health is of the first importance. Therefore, if it is deemed 
expedient to continue the co-operation of this Department with 
the Board of Health, I would respectfully recommend that the 
Chief of Police be authorized by an ordinance to detail an 
Officer to report to the Board at such times as the services of 
an agent may be required, as the present authority is provided 
for by an annual order. 

Nine hundred and sixty dogs, including males and fe- 
males, were returned by the assessors. Eighty-six of this 
number could not be found. Thirty-one had left the City, 
thirty-three were dead, twenty-four were killed, six were lost, 
fourteen were sold to persons in other cities and towns. Two 
hundred and four were found not returned, making a total of 
eight hundred and ninety-three male doge, and fifty-eight fe- 
male dogs, all of the aggregate number of nine hundred and 
fifty dogs in the City duly registered. The taxes for four 
hundred and twenty of this number were collected by this 
Department. The total amount paid the City Clerk was two 
thousand four hundred and forty-eight dollars, which amourt 
is two hundred and ninety-one dollars in excess of the amount 
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received for the year 1900. Two thousand two hundred and 
fifty-nine dollars and sixty cents was paid to the County Тгеаз-. 
urer, and one hundred and eighty-eight dollars and forty 
cents was paid the City Treasurer by the City Clerk. One 
thousand one hundred and forty-three dollars and seventy-six 
cents of the amount paid the County Treasurer was refunded 
as the amount apportioned the City, making a total of one 
thousand three hundred and thirty-two dollars and sixteen 
cents received by the City from the dog fund. The amount 
awarded and paid for the damage caused by dogs in the City 
during the year was one hundred and thirty-three dollars and 
twenty-two cents, which amount is two hundred and six. dol- 
lars and sixty-two cents less than the total damage last year. 

The development of the industrial and residential proper- 
ties in the City, especially in the outlying districts and the addi- 
tional transit facilities, will make it necessary to more fully 
equip the Department for the best possible police service and 
the better protection of person and property and the suppres- 
sion of crime and disorder promptly and efficiently. At the 
present time the posts of police patrol extend from Lake Pon- 
toosuc to the Junction with no means whatever for prompt 
communication with Police Headquarters with these posts. It 
iS а.50 very necessary that the homes of the policemen be соп- 
nected with the Police Station by electrical appliances that ev- 
ery member of the police force may be summoned promptly in 
case of an emergency. Preparedness is the safeguard of every 
department, and it is especially important for effective police 
service. I would, therefore, most respectfully recommend 
that this department be provided with a police signal system 
and patrol wagon. The cost for the construction of the signal 
system is estimated to be about $4,500; a patrol wagon such as 
would be required would cost less than $400. The cost for the 
care of the signal system and the service of the patrol wagon 
with the co-operation of the Fire Department would be less 
than $300 per year. These estimates are made upon informa- 
tion obtained from the Chiefs of Departments in cities where 
the police signal and patrol system is now established. The 
system is also unanimously endorsed by these officers, many of 
whom are men of large experience in the police service. 

The class of offenders, who unreasonably neglect to pro- 
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vide for the needs of their families, and in some instances 
abandon them entirely are not worthy subjects of quite as much 
sympathy as they can make it appear that they are entitled to 
when they are finally committed to the House of Correction as 
provided for by the law in such cases. The wife and little 
ones at home can quite easily be made subjects for a very 
strong argument and one that will appeal to the best sentiment 
of any community. It is also argued that during the term ot 
imprisonment the family must be supported by the city. Even 
so, it will be some comfort to know that they are being proper- 
ly provided for and that the offenders will be made to realize 
that they are legally responsible for the support of their fam- 
ilies and also that they will be obliged to comp'y with the pro- 
visions of the statutes in these cases. АП complaints of this 
nature are most carefully investigated, every ópportunitv is af- 
forded the defendants to provide the necessaries of life for 
their families, or at least to show some disposition to do so. 
The records and reputations of all the parties to these com- 
plaints, and all the facts are well known to the Court. There- 
fore when a term of imprisonment is imposed, it is most richly 
deserved. The conviction of these offenders and the imposi- 
tion of severe sentences by the Court nave served to materially 
lessen the number of these cases and correct to a сопѕійегађ!е _ 
extent an evil which must necessarily promote pauperism and 
increase in number the criminal class. 

The personnel of this Department, as at date of last re- 
port, consists of a Chief of Police, Captain of Police, sixteen 
patrolmen, and a Police Matron. The discip'ine will compare 
favorably with the best organized departments. Careful at- 
tention is given to the investigation of all complaints and the 
enforcement of the laws and ordinances. Тће service is 
prompt and efficient. During the year the City has been ex- 
ceptionally free from crimes of a serious nature. The record 
of arrests for disorderly conduct is unusually small which :s 
due to some considerable extent to the faithful performance of 
the patrol duties by the officers. I am especially grateful for 
the substantial support accorded me in the discharge of the 
duties of this office by his Honor, the Mayor, Mr. H. S. Rus- 
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sell, and the Honorable City Council which is a great incentive 
to exertion for the best police service.

The Assessors, believing that a large amount of personal 
property in this City escapes taxation, owing to returns not 
being made to them by tax-payers as the law requires, sent out 
in April 474 Blank Lists with a Circular letter calling attention 
to the law, and giving notice that they intended to doom a 
stated sum if the list was not returned to the Board in May and 
properly executed. 136 of these Blanks were returned filled 
out and sworn to. The Assessors, after the time for making 
returns had expired, using the discretionary authority given 
them by law, proceeded to fix a doom upon persons who in 
their opinion were covering their taxable property. These 
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dooms amounted to the sum of $360,150.00 on intangible pro- 
perty, and $511,675.00 on other personal property. No abate- 
ments have been made on these dooms, but the tax on the 
small sum of $12,935.00. No petition for abatement has been 
considered by the Board, unless it was accompanied with a 
sworn list of taxable property, and no abatement was made, 
unless the tax exceeded more than 50 per cent the amount 
which would have been assessed to that person, if he had 
seasonably brought in said list.

The Board of Health respectfully submit for your consid- 
eration the following report for the past year: 


SEWERS. 


Many buildings in the city have been connected with the 
sewers by order of the Board of Health during the year, and 
on our recommendation, the Linden Street and Morningside 
School Houses have been so connected, and we think it a great 
improvement over the system previously existing in those 
l'uildings.

City ExCAVATOR. 


Last April, the application of Edward A. Thomas, for a 
license as a City Excavator was approved by the Board of 
Health, and his license was granted by the Board of A:dermen. 
At the same time Peter Mohout filed an application for the 
same work, his application was not approved by this Board. 
Shortly afterwards Thomas sold his apparatus to Mohout, who 
again applied for a license without the knowledge or consent 
of the Board of Health, and it was granted by the Board of 
Aldermen. Mohout’s work as excavator was very unsatisfac- 
tory up to the time of his death a few weeks ago. Thomas 
has again taken up the work, and we expect more satisfactory 
results. 


GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 


Early in the spring the Board of Health recommended that 
the city pass an ordinance regulating the gathering and dis- 
posal of garbage. Such an ordinance was adopted by the City 
Council, and the Board asked for a sufficient appropriation 
to carry out the provisions of the ordinance, but the appropri- 
ation was not made and nothing further could be done by this 
Board. 


We again recommended that the matter be again consider- 
ed by the City Government, and that some action be taken by 
them in this matter as we considered it of very great impor- 
tance to the public, and a means of removing many sources 
of contagious diseases. 
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SANITARY CONDITIONS. 


The Board of Health and its work should be of interest 
to each citizen of the community, but it is a fact that very 
few people pay any special attention to sanitary rules and reg- 
ulations unless the matter is brought directly home. From 
year to year as the population increases the inhabitants are 
crowded more closly together, and strict sanitary laws and 
regulations should be more diligently observed. А cheerful 
compliance with the regulations of the Board of Health by 
th public at large would greatly aid the Board in the perform- 
ance of its duties, and in the enforcement of its sanitary 
regulations. At the present time there is not a case of con- 
tagious disease in the city, which 1s due chiefly to the enforce- 
ment of strict quarantine regulations where contagious diseases 
have existed.

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Owing to the prevalence of glanders in the city, the fol- 
lowing order was issued under direction of the Board of 
Health, being published in the two daily local papers, and also 
circulated in leaflet form. 


PUBLIC NOTICE. 


To owners of horses, to blacksmiths, liverymen, propri- 
etors of public hitching sheds, to veterinarians and to all 
others whom it may concern: 

Owing to the prevalence of glanders and farcy among the 
horses of this vicinity, the Board of Health require compliance 
with the following regulations: 

Proprietors of blacksmith shops are hereby required to 
daily thoroughly clean the floors of their premises of all excre- 
ment, and are further required to disinfect the floor and also 
the walls against which horses are tied, by the daily applica- 
tion of whitewash to each pailful of which, one half pint of 
crude carbolic acid has been added. 

Proprietors of public hitching sheds are hereby required. 
to daily cleanse their premises of all excrement, also to wash 
daily the feed boxes, mangers and the walls to which horses 
are tied with a solution of common salt using not less than 
two pounds to a pailful of water. 

Until such time as the extent of the disease can be ascer- 
tained the water will be shut off from all the public watering 
troughs. By virtue of sections 14, 15, 34, and 35, of chapter 
408 of Acts of 1899, it is the duty of every one knowing of or 
suspecting the presence of glanders or farcy to at once report 
such knowledge or suspicion to the local Board of Health, to 
the inspector of animals or to the state board of cattle com- 
missioners. Horses having a chronic, dirty, sticky discharge 
from the nostrils, glandular enlargements between the lower 
jaws, or running sores about the legs, are especially looked up- 
on as objects of suspicion. Reports of such cases are earnestly 
requested, whether in horses owned in Pittsfield or in horses 
periodically driven here from surrounding towns, and all such 
reports will be promptly investigated. In sending in reports it 
will greatly facilitate the work, if the name of the owner is 
given, the location of the stable where the horse is kept and the 
hour at which it would be most convenient to have the animal 
examined. 


By order of the Board of Health. 
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All the diseased animals were kept in strict quarantine un- 
til killed and properly buried and the infected premises where 
they had been stabled were carefully cleansed and disinfected 
under my personal supervision. 

Many local marketmen, not exercising due care in the 
manner in which they exposed poultry for sale, the following 
notice was printed and circulated among them. 


CITY OF PITTSFIELD. 


To Marketmen, Dealers in Poultry and all others whom it 
may concern. Your notice is hereby called to the following 
section of the law: 


REVISED LAWS. CHAPTER 56, SECTION 76. 


Whoever knowingly sells or exposes for sale poultry, un- 
less it is alive, before it has been properly dressed by the re- 
moval of the crop and entrails if they contain food, shall be 
punished Буа fine of not less than five nor more than fifty 
dollars for each offense. Boards of health shall cause the pro- 
visions of this section to be enforced in their respective cities 
and towns. 

THIS LAW MUST BE STRICTLY OBSERVED. 
CONTRAVENTIONS OF IT WILL BE FOLLOWED BY 
PROSECUTION.
